T he grand marshal shuffle was the 
name of the dance last week, as 
the San Francisco Lesbian, Gay, 
Bisexual, and Transgender Pride Cel¬ 
ebration Committee Inc. announced 
that comedian Margaret Cho would 
be a definite celebrity grand marshal, 
and Glide Memorial United 
Methodist Church leaders the Rev¬ 
erend Cecil Williams and his wife, 
Janice Mirikitani, would no longer 
participate as community honorees. 

Cho stepped up to the plate to fill 
the gap left by Ellen DeGeneres, who 
still has not responded as to whether 
she will participate bran event that 
includes the word, “Lesbian.” 

Cho, who is most recently known 
for her hit show, I’m the One That I 
Want, will attend the pre-parade press 
party, ride on a float in front of the bi¬ 
sexual group Anything That Moves, 
and speak at both the main stage and 
the festival’s first-ever Asian and Pacific 
Islander Stage. Cho scored the second 
highest amount of overall public votes 
for grand marshal, but the committee’s 
decision to break the individual nomi¬ 
nees into “community” and “celebrity” 
categories originally left her out of the 
lineup. 

It was exactly this decision that left 
some members of the LGBT commu¬ 
nity confused as to why some people 
with fewer votes emerged as grand 
marshals. 

“We decided to choose one person 
from the celebrity category, one orga¬ 
nization, and two nominees from the 
community,” according to Pride Pres¬ 
ident Calvin Gipson. “We didn’t do it 
that way last year, but there really isn’t

I t’s just a few weekends away and a quick 
trip to one of the most festive celebrations 
in the South Bay, so before dismissing the 
hassle of a short commute, consider the 
offerings at this year’s San Jose Gay Pride, 
now in its 25th year. 

Performers Cyndi Lauper and Jody Wat- 


ley are just two of the attractions at the Pride 
celebration that takes place Sunday, June 11 
at Discovery Meadow in Guadalupe River 
Park. But the event, which spans the entire 
weekend, features diverse entertainment, a 
parade, and specific areas geared toward fam¬ 
ily, multicultural, and leather events. 

The party begins on Saturday, June 10, 
with free access to the festival at Discovery 
Meadow. Visitors can browse among the ven¬ 


dor and nonprofit booths, and enjoy a full 
day of main stage performances by the Sili¬ 
con Valley Gay Men’s Chorus, Pro Latin 
Danca, Mr. and Mrs. Gay South Bay, the Fox¬ 
tail Drag Show, Diamond John’s Revue, 
Karen Soo Hoo, and Jessica Star. Also on Sat¬ 
urday will be open volleyball games on two 
courts, sponsored by Rainbow Recreation. 
New to the festival this year is “Leather Alley,” 
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A crowd estimated at about 1,000 turned out in the Castro last Sunday, May 21 for the 17th annual Interna¬ 
tional AIDS Candlelight Memorial and Mobilisation, Participants led by figure.skater Rudy Galindo, who ear¬ 
lier thisyear learned that he is HIV-positive, marched to City Hall.

Eileen Hansen challenges 
Leno for District 8 supe seat

S he is recognized throughout the city as 
someone who has launched nonprofits, 
advised public agencies, and incorpo¬ 
rated civil rights into all of her projects. 
Statewide, her name is synonymous with both 
local and national HIV advocacy. But come 
November, Eileen Hansen hopes to be known 
for an additional achievement, being elected 
San Francisco supervisor of District 8. 

Hansen announced her candidacy for the 
Castro-Noe Valley area seat on Monday, May 
22, officially making the district race any¬ 
thing but boring as she becomes one of the 
top challengers to incumbent Supervisor 
Mark Leno. 

“This really is going to be a grassroots 
campaign,” Hansen promised about 20 sup¬ 
porters who gathered at City Hall to watch 
her file the election papers. 

Hansen, the current public policy director 


for AIDS Legal Referral Panel, said that if she 
wins, she will commit to being a full-time su¬ 
pervisor in order to “change the direction of 
this city.” 

In last year’s mayoral runoff, Hansen was 
a strong supporter of Tom Ammiano. Al¬ 
though Ammiano, president of the Board of 
Supervisors, lost to Mayor Willie Brown, he 
nevertheless energized many progressives and 
tenants. Hansen hopes to capitalize on that 
energy. 

And Hansen immediately received key 
support. Less than 24 hours after formally 
launching her candidacy, former Board of 
Supervisors President Angela Alioto issued a 
statement endorsing Hansen. “Eileen has a 
clear understanding and knowledge of the is¬ 
sues facing the city,” Alioto stated. 

While Hansen has taken similar positions 
as Leno on issues such as a proposed queer 
youth shelter in the Castro, she spent this 
week describing the distinctions between 
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Eileen Hansen announced she is running for 
supervisor in District 8, which includes the 
Castro and Noe Valley.

Feinstein campaign 
benefit June 1

I n this country’s form of gov¬ 
ernment, representing the 
largest state in the nation in 
the U.S. Senate involves more than 
representation, challenging as that 
job may be in and of itself. 

Officeholders also must get re¬ 
elected if, as is often the case, they 
have not yet realized their stated 
agenda and fulfilled all campaign 
promises, politics being what it is. 
This, of course, means raising 
money. Lots of money. 

And if there’s talk, as in this 
election year, of wresting control 
of the Senate away from the op¬ 
posing political party, popular 
senators from populous states - 
like California - often raise a lot 
more cash to help elect and re¬ 
elect senatorial candidates of their 
party from other states. 

Democratic California Senator 
Dianne Feinstein, San Francisco’s 
former mayor first elected to na¬ 
tional office in 1992 along with fel¬ 
low California Senator Barbara 
Boxer - also from the Bay Area - is 
up for re-election this November. 
It is her third race for the office and 
her second for a full six-year term. 

Thursday evening, June 1, 
Broadway legend Rita Moreno 


will be the special guest at a San 
Francisco benefit for California 
Victory 2000, a joint account 
shared by Feinstein’s re-election 
campaign and the Democratic 
Senatorial Campaign Committee, 
which helps to elect Democrats 
facing tough races in other states. 

Moreno reportedly will not be 
performing at Thursday’s event 
from 6-8 p.m. at the Saint Francis 
Wood home of Michael Acabado 
and Michael Dombrowski, though 
there will be entertainment, along 
with cocktails and a light buffet. 
Feinstein, currently ahead in early 
polls, is expected to attend, along 
with other elected officials and De¬ 
mocratic Party activists. 

According to Feinstein cam¬ 
paign manager Kam Kuwata, who 
also ran the senator’s two previous 
statewide runs, the campaign cur¬ 
rently has a few million dollars 
more in its coffers than the Re¬ 
publican contender, South Bay 
Congressman Tom Campbell, 
who at last report had $600,000 in 
the bank, but nothing is being 
taken for granted. 

“We will raise what we need to 
raise,” Kuwata said, noting that in 
1992, Feinstein raised and spent 
$9 million to match then-Gover- 
nor Pete Wilson appointee John 
Seymour’s campaign spending,

and in 1994, it cost the senator 
about $15 million to stave off a 
bid from businessman Michael 
Huffington, who spent twice that 
out his own wallet. 

Organizers are asking for a 
$250 contribution for the June 1 
event, and ask that checks be made 
payable to California Victory 2000. 

All proceeds benefit Feinstein’s 
re-election bid until individuals 
contribute over $1000 to her cam¬ 
paign; amounts in excess of that 
will go the Democratic Senatorial 
Campaign Committee. T

F orgot your roots - or too 
young to remember them? 
“Making a Case for Com¬ 
munity History,” an exhibition of 
photographs, images, and litera¬ 
ture, can be viewed at the San 
Francisco Public Library through 
June 23. 


Presented by the Gay, Lesbian, 
Bisexual and Transgender Histor¬ 
ical Society of Northern Califor¬

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SFAF’s Christen breaks 
though $200K mark

M fter years of steady increases 
well above Bay Area’s rising 
S ». cost of living, San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation Executive Di¬ 
rector Patricia L. Christens annu¬ 
al salary as leader of the city’s 
largest AIDS service organization 
rose by only about 2.3 percent in 
fiscal year 1998-99, according to 
the ASO’s federal Internal Revenue 
Service reports released last week. 

Christens raise, set by SFAF’s 
board of directors, was a relatively 
modest $4,227, from $183,892 to 
$188,119. Adding in an annual 
$13,201 benefit package given to all 
of SFAF’s top earners last year, her 
total compensation package broke 
the $200,000 mark for the first 
time, for a grand total of $201,320. 

Now in her 10th year as execu¬ 
tive director at SFAF - one of the 
nation’s leading ASOs with pre¬ 
vention, housing, counseling, 
treatment education, and advoca¬ 
cy programs - Christen got an 11.8 
percent raise in 1997-98, keeping 
pace with a series of similar in¬ 
creases dating back to fiscal year 
1990-91, when she took the top 
management position for $64,000. 

“Pat’s salary represents the 
board’s support for her leader¬ 
ship,” board chair Lonnie Payne 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

In recent years, Christen, 40, 
has garnered escalating controver¬ 
sy over the increases among some 
local critics. Responding to this 
criticism, Payne noted that the di¬ 
rector’s compensation “is well

within the market range for large 
nonprofits.” 

SFAF’s total income in 1998-99 
was $18,099,652, an increase of 
about half a million dollars from 
fiscal year 1997-98. 

“We definitely met our 
fundraising goals,” said Payne. The 
organization’s budget has more 
than tripled in the last decade. 

Assets on hand at the end of 
the year show that the nonprofit 
has maintained a healthy reserve, 
having grown to over $7 million. 

Total expenditures on client 
services and other programs dur¬ 
ing the last fiscal year were report¬ 
ed to the IRS at $12,843,199, an 
increase of less than $400,000 
from the previous year. 

Before taking over as board 
president in January, Payne partic¬ 
ipated in the board committee that 


conducted Christen’s annual per¬ 
formance review. He said that while 
the executive director saw a smaller 
percentage increase compared to 
previous years, this does not sug¬ 
gest that the board was unhappy 
with Christen’s performance. 

“I really feel that she’s one of 
the best executive directors out 
there,” Payne said, adding that the 
rest of the board was “unani¬ 
mous” in sharing this opinion. 

Citing SFAF board policy, Payne 
would not disclose Christen’s cur¬ 
rent annual salary for the year 2000. 
Nor would Payne discuss whether 
the executive director’s reported 
salary included bonuses. 

He also refused to explain the 
board’s relative drop in increased 
remuneration for Christen last year. 

However, in addition to the ex¬ 
ecutive director, the IRS requires 
that nonprofit organizations re¬ 
port the five next highest paid em¬ 
ployees on their annual 990 
forms. Of the top five, Lance Hen¬ 
derson, SFAF’s deputy director for 
finance and administration, took 
home the largest salary, as he did 
in fiscal year 1997-98. 

And in fiscal 1998-99, Hender¬ 
son saw the biggest increase of the 
other top earners, winning a 
$15,869 hike in compensation 
over the previous year, from 
$125,439 to $141,308 - a jump of 
12.65 percent. Henderson’s in¬ 
crease, notably, occurred during 
the same period as Christen got an 
increase of 2.3 percent. Other re¬ 
ported top earners, who received 
compensation ranging from

HIV+ men, women: 
New workshops could 
change your LIFE

I t’s a no-brainer. It doesn’t mat¬ 
ter whether you’re religious 
about taking your full regimen 
of prescription treatments for 
your human immunodeficiency 
virus or not. 

If you’ve got a disease that at¬ 
tacks your body’s immune system 
- but have no plan for reinforcing 
your body’s immune system de¬ 
fenses - you’re simply not doing all 
you can to prevent or treat acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome. 

According to a growing body 
of evidence from major medical 
centers in the U.S. and abroad, 
people with HIV/AIDS have it 
within their power to improve 
their chances of maintaining or 
regaining their health - and pos¬ 
sibly improve long-term survival 
- by making a number of quan¬ 
tifiable changes to daily “life is¬ 
sues,” also known as “cofactors.” 

To paraphrase a wildly success¬ 
ful political campaign of 1992, 
“It’s the immune system, stupid.” 

Beginning in early June, Shanti 
will begin two concurrent six- 
month programs - one for men 
and one for women living with HIV 
or HIV/AIDS - to address 21 life is¬ 
sues shown to influence immunity 
and HIV disease progression. 

The program, dubbed LIFE - 
an acronym for Learning Immune 
Function Enhancement - is free.

The men’s and women’s programs 
are open to up to 40 participants 
each - but they’re filling up fast, 
with only 15 slots left open for the 
men’s group at press time. 

Developments in science take 
years - even decades - to be pub¬ 
lished and confirmed, and even 
longer to filter down from the spe¬ 
cialists to your average small town 
doc. Today, however, trained 
health providers are squirming less 
and less at the mention of such 
phrases as “psychosocial cofactors” 
- thinking of them less as old 
wives tales and more as preventive 
medicine based on plain old com¬ 
mon sense. Physical influences on 
bodily and mental functioning like 


daily water intake, toxins, trusted 
support systems, and sleep pat¬ 
terns make a difference. 

Got milk? 

According to Jeffrey Leiphart, 
Ph.D., director of client services of 
Shanti, who developed the LIFE 
program, the workshop facilita¬ 
tors and written materials will 
provide: basic information about 
how the 21 inter-related life issues 
impact immunity; self-assessment 
of performance on changing these 
factors, if appropriate; and devel¬ 
opment of a personalized “im¬ 
provement plan” - measurable 
steps geared to maximize immune 
system functioning and promote 
long-term health. 

But weekly meetings for six 
months with a group of 30 or 40 
people in two and a half hour ses¬ 
sions can’t be all work and no play. 

The program also is designed 
to “promote buddy and friend re¬ 
lationships among participants, 
empower the HIV-positive person 
to develop control of their health 
planning, develop overall im¬ 
proved quality of life - and have 
fun while doing it,” said Leiphart. 

LIFE for HIV-positive men be¬ 
gins Tuesday evening June 6 at 
Shanti’s Polk Street office and 
meets weekly from 6:30 to 9 p.m. 

LIFE for HIV-positive women, 
which includes free child-care and 
is facilitated by an all-woman

DADT=gay, no pay?

N obody asked, he told, and 
now he’s discharged. Same 
old story. 

But does the Air Force have the 
right to reclaim its scholarship 
funds from a man who came out 
as gay but was still willing to serve? 

San Francisco resident Dr. 
John Hensala, a psychiatrist, says 
no. Hensala, who received an hon¬ 
orable discharge in 1997, filed a 
lawsuit against the Air Force in 
federal court last week seeking an 
order that stops the military 
branch from trying to collect over 
$71,000 in scholarship money that 
funded his medical school. 

From the Air Force standpoint, 
“telling” in an age of “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell” was akin to asking for 
a discharge, which is grounds for 
recouping scholarship money. 

But to Hensala, coming out 
was simply “very important, from 
a psychological standpoint.” 

“As a representative of the

mental health field, I didn’t feel I 
could be in the closet,” Hensala 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Hensala made it clear to the Air 
Force that he wanted to continue 
to serve, which should preclude 
the military from trying to recoup 
his scholarship, according to his 
attorney Stephen Collier.

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Another year, another raise 


S o the spineless San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation Board of Directors has 
awarded yet another raise to longtime 
Executive Director Pat Christen, whose an¬ 
nual salary and benefits now top $200,000. 
We weren’t surprised when we reviewed the 
latest federal 990 tax returns, which cover the 
period from July 1, 1998 to June 30, 1999. 
That the returns are nearly a year old and the 
fact that the SFAF board remains one of the 
most silent around town when it comes to 
discussing important matters like, say, the 
executive director’s salary, once again 
demonstrates how out of touch the board is 
with regard to people living with HIV/AIDS. 

People living with HIV/AIDS who make 
more than $200,000 a year likely aren’t the 
clients being served by SFAF; their clients 
make considerably less than that and need 
all the programs and services the city’s 
largest AIDS service organization can pro¬ 
vide. Unfortunately, that isn’t happening. 
The foundation has neither replaced its Lati¬ 
no program that was unceremoniously 
scrapped a couple of years ago, nor has it ef¬ 
fectively lobbied for more affordable hous¬ 
ing for PWAs. In fact, we could argue that 
the money going to Christen’s bloated salary 
would be better spent paying high-priced 
lobbyists who could actually get something 
done when it comes to affordable housing 
development in San Francisco, and housing 
for PWAs in particular. But we won’t bela¬ 
bor that thought; who knows, SFAF might 
actually listen to us and start spending 
money on local lobbyists, thus siphoning 
even more money away from programs and 
services than the $5 million it already spends 
on employee salaries, not to mention anoth¬ 
er $800,000 or so in employee benefits. And 
we wouldn’t want to see that happen. 

All the while, SFAF’s board has done 
nothing to curb the salary increases. If 
Christen hadn’t been on maternity leave for 
part of the time covered by the 990s, her 
raise probably would have been more than 
the unusually small 2.3 percent increase that 
she received. Her actual current salary re¬ 
mains a mystery, but it’s safe to say that it 
has increased. 

Lonnie Payne, who took over as board 
chair in January, has followed the same tired 
path as his predecessor, Paul Wisotzky, when 
it comes to Christen’s salary hikes and at¬ 


tempts to explain them to us. “Pat’s great, 
she deserves it” is basically what the board 
chair’s response has been all these years; or, 
“It’s in line with the latest study.” 

How many more years does the commu¬ 
nity have to hear these worn out excuses? 
And when will the community start 
demanding accountability? 

Last July we editorialized about 
changes we’d like to see over at , 

SFAF - mostly involving programs 
and housing, and to date, not sur¬ 
prisingly, none of them have oc¬ 
curred. Meanwhile, many PWAs must 
continue to live in roach-infested resi¬ 
dential hotels, or literally wait 
for years on the SFAF-managed 
AIDS housing list, only to find 
there are no landlords that will 
take the subsidy once they finally get one. 

SFAF’s reserve fund is an obscene $7 mil¬ 
lion, according to the 990s. While we cer¬ 
tainly understand the need to keep a healthy 
amount of funds in savings for a “rainy day,” 
we can’t help but wonder why the founda¬ 
tion hasn’t seen fit to spend a modest 


$200,000 to bring back the Latino program 
that would help hundreds of clients. Reports 
of the increasing incidence of HIV/AIDS 
among communities of color have been in 
the news over the past year, yet SFAF does 
not find it necessary to restore these ser¬ 
vices. That’s a shame. 

We would like to write about the 
good that SFAF’s board has done over 
the years, but since they’re so tight- 
lipped, getting even positive informa¬ 
tion out of them is impossible. The 
board’s answer to serving the commu¬ 
nity is to hold tw'o pathetic “open” 
^ meetings this year - the second 
meeting is next month and is 
only open to the public for a 
portion of the session - where 
cameras and recording devices 
are prohibited, and you have to call to get 
your name on a damn list to even attend. To 
address the board, SFAF has to know in ad¬ 
vance what you’re speaking about. That’s 
serving the community? What a joke.

T he year 2000 is the type of election 
that comes along once in a generation 
- an election which, for better or 
worse, dramatically changes our political 
landscape. It is not unlike John F. Kennedy’s 
“passing the torch to a new generation” in 
1960 or Ronald Reagan’s pledge to “make 
America strong again” in 1980. 

This year’s election may well be a gener¬ 
ational election because of everything it 
portends: Control of Congress, control of 
the White House and the Supreme Court 
appointments that will follow, and control 
of state legislatures throughout the country 
that will redraw state and congressional 
boundaries for the next decade. It is abun¬ 
dantly clear, then, that the fallout from this 
election will remain with us for a generation 
to come. 

So what are we in the gay, lesbian, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgender community in a posi¬ 
tion to do about it? 

Political pundits argue that control of 
the White House and Congress could de¬ 
pend on what happens in five key, urban, 
industrialized states: Illinois, Michigan, New 
Jersey, Ohio, and Pennsylvania. Each of 
these states has two things in common: the 
two parties are in close competition, and the 
gay, lesbian, and bisexual electorate (unfor¬ 
tunately, exit polls still don’t measure trans¬ 
gender voters) is potentially huge. 

Today’s GLBT movement has something 
that it lacked in previous elections in 1980, 
1984, and 1988. We have political infra¬ 
structure on the ground. We now have 
GLBT groups in every state in the country 
and in hundreds of towns and cities as well. 


Once in a 

This local political infrastructure can serve 
as an organizing force to register GLB voters 
and propel them to the polls. An analysis of 
our potential voting strength demonstrates 
the impact we could have on close races up 
and down the ballot. 

We know roughly how many GLB voters 
live in large cities, mid-sized cities, suburbs, 
and rural areas. We also can measure the 
differences in voter turnout between 
urban and non-urban voters. There¬ 
fore, we can make certain assump¬ 
tions about the potential size of the 
GLB voting bloc in the five key 
states of Illinois, Michigan, New 
Jersey, Ohio, and Pennsylvania. We 
know, for instance, that GLB vot¬ 
ers tend to make up about 
9 percent of the electorate 
in large cities (popula¬ 
tions of 500,000 or more), 

7 percent of the electorate in mid-sized 
cities (population 50,000 to 500,000), 3.7 
percent in suburbs, and 2.3 percent in rural 
areas. 

Looking at the unique demographic pat¬ 
terns of each state as well as average turnout 
rates for the past two federal elections, we 
conservatively estimate that at least 900,000 
GLB voters will go to the polls in the five 
swing states. 

Consider the impact of a strong GLBT 
voter turnout: 

• In Illinois, based on recent turnout pat¬ 
terns, we project that the likely GLB turnout 
in the November elections will be about 
230,000. In the closely contested 1976 pres¬ 
idential election, only 92,974 voters sepa¬ 
rated the two major party presidential can¬ 
didates. In the dramatic 1960 election, only 
8,858 votes separated the two candidates. It 


generation 

is clear, then, that the GLB voting bloc will 
be larger than the margin of victory in the 
1960 and 1976 elections (and even larger 
than 1988, when Vice President George 
Bush defeated Michael Dukakis by 94,999 
votes). 

• In Michigan, we project the likely GLB 
vote will be about 173,000. That is larger 
than the margin of victory in 1960 (66,841 
votes) and approaches the margin of victo¬ 
ry in 1976 (197,000 votes). 

• In New Jersey, we project a GLB 

turnout of about 114,000. That is 
larger than the margin of victory 
in the 1960, 1968, 1976, and 
1992 presidential elections. 

• In Ohio, we project a GLB 
turnout of 190,000; that is 
more than double the 
margin of victories in the 
1968, 1976, and 1992 
presidential elections. 

• In Pennsylvania, we project a GLB 
turnout of 207,000 voters, larger than the 
margins of victories in 1960, 1968, 1976, 
and 1988. 

These figures confirm what we in the 
GLBT community already know: we have 
formidable power and a real potential to 
create change this November. T

Trans activist has done a lot 

I’m puzzled by Sara Susanna Moore’s admonition 
to Ashley Sinclaire to “do something, do anything, but 
don’t just criticize direct action organizers and then 



give nothing back to the lesbitrans women’s commu¬ 
nity but lame apologies for starvation diet clinics.” 
[“Don’t reject direct action,” Mailstrom, May 11.] 

Ms. Sinclaire is well-known in Oregon as a dedi¬ 
cated, effective trans activist. Although only in her 20s, 
three years ago, for example, she organized a July 14 
protest in front of the Walla Walla (Washington) 
County Superior Courthouse in support of transsex¬ 
ual prisoner Crystal Schwenk (whose sexual assault 
by a corrections officer was recently ruled to be a vi¬ 
olation of Title VII of the 1964 Civil Rights Act by the 
9th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals). 

Then there is the fact that two years ago - on April 
28,1998 - Ms. Sinclaire obtained from Oregon’s Civil 
Rights Division the first determination (based upon 
state law) of discrimination in public accommoda¬ 
tions due to transsexuality. The following month Ms. 
Sinclaire played a key role in persuading the Benton 
County (Oregon) Commissioners to specifically pro¬ 
hibit (ordinance No. 98-0139) discrimination on the 
basis of gender identity including “the status of being 
transsexual or transgender.” 

Ms. Sinclaire’s activism has been reported in Port¬ 
land’s Just Out and the Corvallis Gazette Times, 
among other publications. Her accomplishments as a 
young transsexual activist rank among the best in the 
country and her analysis of Avengers’ actions deserve 
thoughtful consideration if for no other reason - and 
she certainly deserves better than to be dismissed with 
the false accusation of giving nothing back to the 
community.

SF Lesbian Avengers respond 

We would like to respond to Ashley Sinclaire’s 
April 20 letter in which she criticizes the Lesbian 
Avengers as a whole and various Avenger chapters on 
several different issues. First, let is point out that we, 

the San Francisco Avengers, are but one of many 
chapters worldwide and we generally work 
on a local, grassroots level on a shoestring 
[I budget, and make decisions independent¬ 
ly of other chapters. 

Regarding our protest outside SF’s 
Jenny Craig Weight Loss Center, we chose 
that particular target for a couple of rea¬ 
sons. 1) The Jenny Craig Center is a 
_ highly visible example of the diet in¬ 
dustry’s willingness to promote and ex¬ 
ploit fat-phobia, our culture’s seldom acknowledged 
yet pervasive fear, hatred, and abuse of fat people. 2) 
In a recent study, a woman who had weighed in at her 
“ideal” weight for her height and age at the doctor’s 
office went to a Jenny Craig Center, where the staff al¬ 
tered the scales to make her appear to be seven 
pounds “overweight.” Deceitful tactics like these, prey¬ 
ing on women’s fears of being labeled fat, demand di¬ 
rect action and media attention. 

Our action in front of Jenny Craig involved edu¬ 
cational flyers about the inherent worthiness and sex¬ 
iness of fat women and the validity of all women’s 
bodies, not just those of skinny women. Sinclaire’s 
comparison of our tactics to those of anti-choice fa¬ 
natics harassing abortion clinics is ridiculous and in¬ 
sulting. 

With regard to Camp Trans, outside the Michigan 
Women’s Music Festival: Thus far, the SF Avengers 
have not participated, although we’re not opposed to 
it. We support the inclusion of male-to-female trans¬ 
sexual women at MWMF and other women’s spaces. 
Based on reports we’re heard from Chicago Avengers 
and numerous MWMF attendees, there has been no 
“harassment” on the part of Camp Trans activists, 
only educational workshops and a peaceful, legal 
protest of the long-term exclusion, harassment, and 
threats by MWMF organizers and a handful of their 
supporters. Each year since Camp Trans began in 
1994 - in response to the expulsion of MTF Nancy 
Jean Burkholder from the festival - according to re¬ 
ports, more and more volunteers and attendees have 
visited Camp Trans and come out in support of MTF 
inclusion. Since the mid-1970s, the safety and digni¬ 
ty of MTFs who are part of queer women’s commu¬ 
nities have been under attack by a small but vocal 
group of lesbian separatists and second-wave femi¬ 
nists. The SF Lesbian Avengers strongly support ef¬ 
forts by our sister chapters and other activists to pro¬ 
tect MTF attendees from threats of violence and to 
voice their opposition to policies of transphobic ex¬ 
clusion. 

In a time of increasing hate and rising levels of vi¬ 
olence from straight society, we find it troubling that 
voices from within the LGBT community are so quick 
to condemn those of us who take action in solidarity 
with the struggles of the most marginalized among 
us. As the saying goes, “If they come for me in the 
morning, they will come for you that night.” 

Let’s all stand together.

Columnist has utopian visions 

The B.A.R.’s May 4 issue brings us another of Dale 
Carpenter’s utopian visions wherein queers would re¬ 
alize how “ordinary” they are. Furthermore, any queer 
who doesn’t share his vision is a cowardly, haunted 
leftist. 

He conflates diverse opinions along with a bit of 
his own analysis to create a fear-filled straw man as 
emblematic of the queer left and demolishes it with a 
stunning insight: “If it is ordinary to be gay, there’s 
nothing special about you on that account.” Well, 
yeah, there’s no arguing with a tautology like that. To 
give some notion of what he considers to be ordinary 
queers and the progress they’ve made for our assimi¬ 
lation, he mauls two movies and a TV sitcom. 

Mr. Carpenter seriously misstates the portrayals in 
the movie, Priest, by asserting it “treats us to ordinary 
people ...” and “... strongly suggested that in a better 
world, that last attribute (being gay) would be among 
the least important facts about (the protagonist).” 

Had the film’s homosexual and heterosexual 
priests been depicted as “ordinary people” the Roman 
Catholic hierarchy, a large segment of the laity, even 
some Protestant fundies would not have gone ballis¬ 
tic on its release. The heterosexual priest is presented 
as a leftist-leaning revolutionary espousing unortho¬ 
dox, humanistic tenets departing from his religion’s 
ordinary doctrine, offensive to his superior and even¬ 
tually altering the young priest’s more ordinary con¬ 
cept of priestly duties. Rather than heralding Mr. Car¬ 
penter’s better world, the film not only “strongly sug¬ 
gests,” but at one point explicitly states the young 
priest’s homosexuality is a most important fact in en¬ 
larging his compassion for humankind.- 

Surely a bitter lesson of Philadelphia is found in the 
spectacle of a gay man who has prospered by appear¬ 
ing to be ordinary in his public life, conforming to the 
values and deportment of the white, heterosexual 
male, corporate establishment only to learn how little 
meaning such conformity has when his sexuality be¬ 
comes public knowledge. Sure, in “a better world” such 
a movie would not be possible, but in the world we are 
given in life and the film the ordinariness of the white, 
male het power elite includes hypocrisy, bigotry, dis¬ 
honesty, and no amount of conformity to whatever 
standards Mr. Carpenter judges appropriately ordi¬ 
nary is going to make being queer “ordinary.” 

There is nothing ordinary or routine about any of 
the characters in Will & Grace. Will dresses conserva¬ 
tively while lawyering. Wow! But he does display cer¬ 
tain gay mannerisms, occasionally even stereotypical 
ones when humor requires it. Kissing another man on 
national television as Will does in one episode is hard¬ 
ly ordinary behavior and his fast-take gay repartee is 
hardly standard middle America speech. 

As for Jack’s “campy flair.” Get outta here! Jack is 
much larger than that weak-kneed characterization; 
he is a stereotypically fatuous, flamboyant, unapolo- 
getic queen. But he is evidently acceptable because Mr. 
Carpenter finds him “hilarious” and not unduly “self- 
absorbed,” presumably qualities attesting his ordinar¬ 
iness. 

It is troubling that Mr. Carpenter prejudices his 
discussion of those gay commentators he disagrees 
with by an unsubstantiated charge they are motivat¬ 
ed by fear, especially when he displays an inordinate 
sensitivity to, if not fear of, the opinions of Lou Shel¬ 
don and Pat Robertson. I certainly do not begrudge 
Mr. Carpenter or anyone’s aspirations to be ordinary, 
but I insist as well, that no gay person need worry 
about what the likes of Sheldon and Robertson think 
of queers and their behavior. 

According to Mr. Carpenter, if there is nothing 
special about being gay, “You’re only an individual 
who must make your own way in the world, unable 
to depend on the safety of belonging to an elect tribe.” 
Well, there is no more dependable safety in the world 
than belonging to that tribe you yearn to be part of, 
the ordinary.

Ammiano 
has no standing to criticize, they claim, since he en¬ 
dorsed Hallinan’s re-election. The logic of this is equal 
to saying that anyone who supported Bill Clinton for 
president has no right to condemn him for imposing 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell,” for signing the Defense of 
Marriage Act, or for allowing the closure of medical 
marijuana clubs by federal agents. 

The effect of what Friday and Boulay want is si¬ 
lence by our gay leadership in the face of harm visit¬ 
ing our community. I know neither of them actually 
want such silence, so what is obvious is that both Fri¬ 
day and Boulay are simply opposed politically to Am¬ 
miano and are sniffing around for ways to vilify him. 
Ample examples regularly appear in Friday’s column 
regarding his disdain for Ammiano’s populist politics. 
Boulay’s contempt is clear in his whining about Am¬ 
miano’s alleged “sabotage” of the recent march on 
Washington, an accusation for which he provides no 


evidence, but seems content in throwing it into the 
mix for his ulterior purpose. 

Boulay further reduces himself to absurdity by 
claiming Ammiano “danced around” the issue of Hal¬ 
linan’s performance when Ammiano spoke at the re¬ 
cent rally, which Boulay did not even attend. Had he, 
he would have learned otherwise. He also would have 
heard Ammiano and other speakers urge greater ed¬ 
ucation of young people toward acceptance of our 
community. Obviously, an education effort of this 
type is of great long-term significance to our com¬ 
munity’s well-being and something concrete we can 
work toward. Unfortunately, instead of recognizing 
the importance of this, Ammiano’s foes would rather 
try to gain cheap political advantage by grinding their 
ideological axes.

More on residential housing plan 

This is in response to the May 11 guest opinion re¬ 
garding the opening of an adult residential facility at 
2500 Market Street run by Ark of the Refuge Inc. 
(AOR). 

First, contrary to what the authors imply, the is¬ 
sues we are confronting are not about sexual orienta¬ 
tion or race. They are about adult behavior and about 
the difference between liberty and license. 

Second, San Francisco has always been an expen¬ 
sive city to live in, and that includes the Castro. 

Third, while all people are welcome here, perpetu¬ 
ating the myth that individuals without marketable 
job skills, without education, will have an easy time 
in San Francisco is cruel and dishonest. Many young 
adults may be seeking “what we all came seeking,” but 
they need to be prepared for what it costs to live here, 
just as most of us were and are. 

Fourth, it is not just “a small group of merchants 
and residents” who have been critical of the behavior 
of many of the homeless in our neighborhood. Most 
people are appalled by vagrants blocking access to 
Harvey Milk Plaza from Collingwood Street, by pub¬ 
lic defecation and urination, by syringes in and 
around the EVRC and the Triangle Park. 

Fifth, in discussing the use of the EVRC as a drop- 
in shelter administered by AOR, the authors state that 
it “may not have been perfect.” How far from perfect it 
was is attested by over 260 signatures on a petition de¬ 
manding that it not be used for such purposes again. 

Sixth, as for the impact on the Castro of the Noe 
Valley shelter run by AOR, Carolyn Plybon of the 
mayor’s homeless outreach program has written to 
Supervisor Mark Leno’s office that some of the people 
causing trouble at the EVRC during the day were stay¬ 
ing at that shelter. The magnet effect of the Noe Val¬ 
ley shelter has been felt at the EVRC because it is the 
pick-up and drop-off point for individuals staying 
there. The authors fail to mention that the shelter has 
not always been full - that often, fewer than the per¬ 
mitted 10 adults have stayed there. This raises two 
questions: how much of a demand really exists for 
shelter for this population and how many of them are 
prepared to take advantage of help and make a com¬ 
mitment to ending their cycle of homelessness. The 
per person, per night cost of this program far exceeds 
what is paid to interfaith churches for similar pro¬ 
grams. In view of the small numbers, justifying such 
an expense is difficult. 

Seventh, a few people may have been helped by 
both the EVRC and the current Noe Valley shelter, al¬ 
though the cost to the neighborhood of that help has 
been intolerably high. Nonetheless, many people in 
the Castro may be willing to support transitional 
housing at 2500 Market Street, but only with appro¬ 
priate safeguards for protecting the neighborhood 
from further deterioration. These safeguards, collec¬ 
tively referred to as neighborhood partnership, have 
been discussed with Supervisor Leno and the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health, but have met with resistance 
based on vague claims of illegality. They have, how¬ 
ever, been supported by Supervisor Leland Yee. Iron¬ 
ically, the Board of Supervisors recently voted unani¬ 
mously to end discrimination in San Francisco based 
on size, despite warnings from the city attorney’s of¬ 
fice that such action may be illegal. In light of this, I 
encourage Supervisor Leno to work with Supervisor 
Yee to find a creative solution to neighborhood part¬ 
nership. Without it, most neighborhood residents will 
remain opposed to housing the homeless at 2500 
Market Street. The facility may open, but it will not 
succeed without neighborhood support.

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Battle on for control 
of next Congress

HI lthough the race for the 
White House between De- 
Wm mocratic Vice President Al 
Gore and Texas Governor George 
W. Bush will surely garner most 
of the attention this election year, 
it is very possible that the hardest 
fought political battle will be the 
one for the control of the next 
Congress. 

A shift of only six seats from 
Republicans to Democrats in ei¬ 
ther the House of Representatives 
of the U.S. Senate this November 
would give control of Congress to 
the Democrats and mean that the 
shift of power and the control of 
those all-important con¬ 
gressional committees 
would end up in the 
hands of men and 
women with very differ¬ 
ent political agendas 
than those now con¬ 
trolled by the Repub¬ 
licans. Most 
political pro¬ 
fessionals in 
both parties 
feel that the House of Representa¬ 
tives is the body most likely to 
turn Democratic after this fall’s 
elections, since a gain of only six 
seats by the Democrats would give 
them control and there are at least 
35 to 40 House seats nationwide 
that are actually thought to be 
competitive, and a majority of 
those are now held by GOP in¬ 
cumbents. Also, a House seat, 
being much smaller than a 
statewide U.S. Senate seat, is much 
easier to win, thereby making it 
difficult for Democrats to win 
enough statewide U.S. Senate seats 
to gain control of the upper 
house. 

Of the roughly 35 House seats 
that could go either way in No¬ 
vember, probably 20 or so are 
being fiercely contested, and three 
of those seats are right here in Cal¬ 
ifornia. In other words, California 
is a single state where Democrats 
could actually gain half of the 
seats they would need to take back 
control of the entire House of 
Representatives. Incidentally, 
there are reportedly 36 House 
seats - 18 Democrats and 18 Re¬ 
publicans - where the incumbent 
will run practically unopposed 
this year, without any major party 
opposition. 

One of those California House 
seats that many feel will switch 
from Republican to Democratic 
in November is in the Peninsula’s 
15th District where incumbent 
GOP Representative Tom Camp¬ 
bell is giving up his seat to run 
against Dianne Feinstein for the 
U.S. Senate. This is a seat that, 
while currently held by a Repub¬ 
lican, is actually considered a De¬ 
mocratic district and Assembly- 
man Mike Honda, the Democra¬ 
tic nominee, is said to have at least 
an even chance of defeating fellow 
Assemblyman Jim Cunneen,the 
Republican nominee. Some would 
say Honda is now thought to be a 
slight favorite in that district. The 
15th District was carried by Pres¬ 
ident Bill Clinton by nearly 20 
points in 1996 (though Republi¬ 
can Campbell managed to pull 
out a win for the congressional 
spot) and many feel that the dis¬ 
trict is now even more Democra¬ 
tic and if, as some expect, the in¬ 
fluential San Jose Mercury News 
endorses Honda, that district will 


likely become one of those the De¬ 
mocrats will win in November. 

Another California House seat, 
currently held by a Republican, is 
the 27th District in Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia, where incumbent Repre¬ 
sentative Jim Rogan has become 
one of the main targets of the De¬ 
mocrats. Rogan, a staunch conser¬ 
vative, was one of the House man¬ 
agers who lead the impeachment 
fight against President Clinton, 
and is being strongly challenged 
by Democratic state Senator 
Adam Schiff , a popular legislator 
who actually received more votes 
in the March primary than did 
Rogan. This seat is now thought to 
be leaning Democratic, though 
both major parties are ex¬ 
pected to spend mil¬ 
lions in this race. De¬ 
mocratic and Repub¬ 
lican strategists both 
agree that a strong 
showing by presiden¬ 
tial nominee Al Gore in 
the 27th District will 
very likely pull 
Schiff into a 
win here, 
making Schiff 
and his party the beneficiary of yet 
another California House seat that 
was previously held by a Republi¬ 
can. 

The third GOP-held House 
seat in the state that even Repub¬ 
licans concede will likely go the 
Democrats is that currently held 
by Representative Steve Kuyk¬ 
endall in the 36th Congressional 
District. This district, also in 
Southern California, was held by 
a Democrat, Jane Harman, until

she gave up the seat two years ago 
to run for governor. Harman lost 
the governor’s race, but is now 
seeking election to her old House 
seat and many feel that she is now 
a slight favorite to retake the dis¬ 
trict, thereby giving the Democ¬ 
rats their third California House 
pickup in November. 

The national Republican Party, 
with its taking control of the Con¬ 
gress in 1994 for the first time in 
40 years, has been consistently los¬ 
ing many of those seats - particu¬ 
larly in the House - since the 1994 
election, and prognosticators of 
both major parties feel that this is 
the year that Democrats take back 
the House. With a switch of only 
six seats needed, the Democrats 
and the Republicans have made 
California the battlefield for at 
least a large part of who controls 
the next Congress. 

The Gore for President cam¬ 
paign feels it is in good shape in 
California, and with that goes the 
likelihood that the Democratic 
Party will indeed pick up some 
House seats here - look for all 
three House seats in the 15th, 


27th, and the 36th districts to 
change hands in November. 

Politics and people 

East Bay political watchers are 
saying that Contra Costa County’s 
7th state Senate District is one that 
Democrats expect to pick up from 
the GOP in November as popular 
Democratic Assemblyman Tom 
Torlakson, a liberal, is given a 
good chance of unseating conser¬ 
vative GOP state Senator Richard 
Rainey, an anti-gay former sher¬ 
iff. 

More and more newspapers up 
and down the state are calling for 
Insurance Commissioner Chuck 
Quackenbush’s resignation as the 
scandals of his office continue to 
pile up; meanwhile, Quacken¬ 
bush’s wife Chris, a politico in her 
own right (who reportedly bene¬ 
fited financially from the scan¬ 
dals), predictably blamed all her 
husband’s political problems on 
“politics and a hostile press.” 
Quackenbush is prevented from 
running for a third term, but even 
most Republicans I know are say¬ 
ing the guy should do the honor¬ 
able thing and quit. 

Yes, that was Supervisor Mark 
Leno, along with several of his 
friends, briskly sweeping parts of 
the Castro last Saturday, taking 
part in the city’s “Big Sweep” pro¬ 
gram, and to his credit, this was 
more than a photo op for the lik¬ 
able supe since he spent hours 
hard at work long after the cam¬ 
eras left. Leno, incidentally, will be 
seeking re-election this year from 
the city’s 8th District (Castro, Noe 
Valley, Twin Peaks) and one of 
those running against him will be 
Shawn O’Hearn, a longtime 
openly gay activist who was re¬ 
cently elected to the Democratic 
County Central Committee; O’¬ 
Hearn says he will campaign as “A 
Voice for the Neighborhoods,” 
and there will surely be other can¬ 
didates before the summer filing 
deadline. 

Gay and lesbian Catholics in 
New York, some reportedly still 
grieving at the loss of Cardinal 
John O’Connor, despite his ha¬ 
tred of homosexuality, are quickly 
finding out that they will have it 
no better with his successor, Ed¬ 
ward M. Egan; the newly-ap¬ 
pointed archbishop is said to be 
even more dogmatic on homosex¬ 
uality, abortion, and contracep¬ 
tion than was O’Connor. 

Supporters of District 3 supe 
candidate Lawrence Wong are 
holding a fundraiser/reception for 
their candidate this Wednesday, 
May 31 at the Asian Art Gallery & 
Garden, 295 DeHaro Street ($100 
donation; 285-3414 for info). 

And the political pros are say¬ 
ing that we should no longer look 
for a Californian to end up as the 
veep choice for either Al Gore or 
George W. Bush, since California 
is thought to be safely in Gore’s 
column, and despite what they 
say, the Bush campaign has re¬ 
portedly all but given up on the 
state, and feel that a state veep 
choice wouldn’t help them pick 
up the state’s 54 electoral votes in 
November. 

So who are the two (Gore and 
Bush) likely to name as their run¬ 
ning mates? Very possibly U.S. 
Senator Chuck Hagel of Nebras¬ 
ka, a Vietnam War hero who was 
originally a McCain supporter, 
will end up on Bush’s ticket, while 
many Democrats are saying it

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Honoring gay 
soldiers who died 
serving their country

I grew up confusing major 
league baseball’s American 
League with the American Le¬ 
gion. After all, the American Le¬ 
gion was the name of the all-star 
team that the boys aspired to 
make after Little League. 

Of course, in those days I also 
confused Memorial Day and Vet¬ 
erans Day - mostly because my 
town played host to ceremonies 
on those two days that looked and 
sounded an awful lot alike to me. 
Same old men walking down 
Main Street in the same dated 
military regalia. Same pause in the 
parade at the statue in the center 
of town with the “honor roll.” And 
what sure seemed like the same 
speech twice each year about serv¬ 
ing one’s country, protecting free¬ 
dom, and preserving democracy. 

Eventually, I understood the 
subtle difference between those 
who sacrificed in general - their 
jobs, the comforts of home, their 
personal ties, or their health - and 
those who “paid the ultimate sac¬ 
rifice.” It was the difference be¬ 
tween those who survived the 
trauma of military service or war 
and those who had died in the 
serving. 

I remember thinking it odd 
that all military deaths were ele¬ 
vated to a place of honor, as if the 
act of wearing the uniform itself 
made any fatal encounter coura¬ 
geous or noble. 

Nevertheless, year in and out, 
whatever my opinion of U.S. mil¬ 
itary policy, my patriotism always 
remained strong enough to allow 
me to acknowledge the service of 
veterans and to honor the memo¬ 
ry of those who died, without feel¬ 
ing that I was condoning U.S. for¬ 
eign policy or our latest feat of 
military aggression. 

“Memorial Day is the day we 
remember and honor those who 
lost their lives fighting for our na¬ 
tion. The men and women we re¬ 
member on Memorial Day 
demonstrated the highest form of 
faith in the triumph of good over 
evil,” writes Butch Miller, the na¬ 
tional commander of the Ameri¬ 
can Legion, the nation’s largest 
wartime veterans organization. 


“If we teach young people cor¬ 
rectly,” Miller writes on the Amer¬ 
ican Legion Web site, “they will 
willingly serve in the U.S. armed 
forces, the defense of freedom will 
continue and democracy will 
flourish worldwide.” 

It does not sound to me as if 
Commander Miller, Butch as he 
may or may not be, has given 
much thought to those young 
people whose freedom 
is compromised by big¬ 
otry. For gay, lesbian, 
bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der citizens to serve in 
the U.S. armed forces, 
they must willingly re¬ 
main complicit in their 
own invisibility, si¬ 
lence, and oppres¬ 
sion ... and even 
then they are not 
safe. 

All in the name of defending 
freedom. And which freedom is 
that? The freedom to serve one’s 
country? The freedom to be out? 
The freedom to be out while serv¬ 
ing one’s country? 

Unfortunately, it seems un¬ 
fashionable these days to honor 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender servicemembers or veter¬ 
ans. Why is that? Is it because vet¬ 
erans tend to be in the older half 
of our queer population, not part 
of the MTV or dot-com crowds? 
Is it the sense of ambivalence that 
many queer lefties feel about mil¬ 
itarism in general? Is it that “they” 
had their 15 minutes of fame back 
around the congressional hearings 
on gays in the military and the 
1993 March on Washington? 

I will take time this weekend to 
remember and honor those who 
lost their lives while serving in the 
armed forces. 

Among those I will remember 
is Jim Revering, the 22-year-old 
sailor who shot himself in the 
head aboard his submarine in 
1981, after being taunted by ship¬ 
mates as a “sissy.” 

I will also pay tribute to the 
memory of Seaman Allen 
Schindler Jr., who was murdered 
by fellow shipmate, Terry Helvey, 
on October 27, 1992. So brutal 
was the attack that Schindler’s 
mother identified her son by a tat¬ 
too. Schindler died while serving 
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his country. Schindler died for 
being gay. 

And my honor roll will include 
Private First Class Barry Winchell, 
who was bludgeoned to death 
with a baseball bat, allegedly by a 
fellow soldier or two at Fort 
Campbell, Kentucky, on July 5, 
1999. Winchell died while serving 
his country. It seems that Winchell 
died because someone believed 
him to be gay. 

Though not on any 
formal military missions 
at the time of their 
deaths, these fallen sol- 
[| diers died while serving 
their country and 
trapped behind the 
enemy lines of the 
ban on gay men 
and lesbians in the 
military. 

No doubt, other 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender military personnel have 
died more conventional wartime 
deaths. They have died in battle 
without anyone knowing about or 
keeping record of their homosex¬ 
uality. If the Unknown Soldier’s 
name is so unknown, then cer¬ 
tainly his sexual orientation is just 
as much a mystery - as easily gay 
as not. 

Of course, in America, no evi¬ 
dence of homosexuality locks 
most people into a presumption 
of heterosexuality. How conve¬ 
nient it is for heterosexist America 
that when gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
and transgender citizens do serve 
in the U.S. armed forces they have 
to hide any evidence of their ho¬ 
mosexuality. In the end, invisibil¬ 
ity, silence ... and false presump¬ 
tions. 

You and I know better. T

May 1967 (33 years ago this 
month): Gore Vidal finishes writing 
Myra Breckinridge, the first Amer¬ 
ican novel about a transsexual. 

B orn into a wealthy family in 
1925 and raised near Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., Eugene Luther 
Gore Vidal has politics in his 
blood. Vidal’s maternal grandfa¬ 
ther was Thomas P. Gore, a pow¬ 
erful U.S. senator from Okla¬ 
homa. Al Gore is a distant cousin. 
John F. Kennedy was his step- 
brother-in-law. Vidal once told 
Time magazine that, in fact, “The 
only thing I’ve ever really wanted 
in my life was to be President.” 

But it’s as a novelist and critic 
that Vidal actually made his 
mark. After attending exclu¬ 
sive prep schools, Vidal en¬ 
listed in the army in 1943. 

“My war was not much,” 
he admitted in his memoir, 
Palimpsest. He never saw bat¬ 
tle and, out of boredom, 
began writing his first 
novel. Based on first¬ 
hand experience 
aboard an army 
freighter during a storm in the 
Bering Sea, Williwaw (1946) was 
published along with a host of 
other postwar war novels and re¬ 
ceived high marks from critics. 

Eschewing a college degree, 
Vidal moved to New York City 
and embarked on a literary career. 
His second novel disappointed 
him, however, even though it re¬ 
ceived good reviews, and he de¬ 
cided to take a bigger risk with his 
next one. “I wanted ... to try 
something no American had done 
before,” he said. 

Although The City and the Pil¬ 
lar (1948) is now considered a 
classic of gay literature, it made re¬ 
viewers’ tongues wag because of 
its frank discussion of an affair be¬ 
tween two young men and its dar¬ 
ing suggestion that homosexual 
relationships were natural. Vidal 
dedicated the novel to “J.T.” and 
loosely based one of the characters 
on his first male lover, Jimmie 
Trimble, a friend from prep school 
who was killed during active ser¬ 
vice in 1944. Despite the contro¬ 
versial subject matter (or perhaps 
because of it), the novel rushed 
onto bestseller lists. 

Some prominent critics re¬ 
fused to review Vidal’s next five 
novels, possibly out of homopho¬ 
bia. The lack of national attention 
marginalized his writing. “I was so 
dead-broke,” Vidal told playwright 
Larry Kramer in 1992, “I went 
into television, movies, theater, 
politics.” He even churned out 
three mystery novels under the 
pseudonym Edgar Box. 

In 1954, Vidal decided to put 
fiction writing aside until he could 
make enough money to write 
whatever he pleased. He began liv¬ 
ing in Hollywood with his com¬ 
panion, Howard Austen, whom 
he’d met at the Everard Baths in 
Manhattan in 1950. For the next 
10 years, Vidal earned a sizable in¬ 
come writing and collaborating 
on a string of successful teleplays 
and screenplays, including the 
script for his good friend Ten¬ 
nessee Williams’s play, Suddenly, 
Last Summer, and for Ben-Hur.

During the early 1960s, Vidal 
also dabbled in the family busi¬ 
ness - politics. In 1960, he ran an 
unsuccessful campaign in New 
York state for a seat in the U.S. 
House of Representatives. 
During the Kennedy ad¬ 
ministration, he served on 
the President’s Advisory 
Committee on the Arts. 
Ultimately, however, 
Vidal returned to fiction 
writing. Julian 
(1964), based on the 
life of the fourth- 
century Roman em¬ 
peror, established his distinctive 
literary style of intercutting hu¬ 
morous asides, gossip, and trivia 
into painstakingly researched his¬ 
torical novels. He went on to write 
a cycle of American history novels 
- beginning with Washington, D.C. 
(1967) and ending with Hollywood 
(1990) - in which he explored the 
seamy side of U.S. politics and 
gave fictional form to such famous 
historical figures as Aaron Burr, 
Ulysses S. Grant, and Abraham 
Lincoln. 

His greatest achievement as a 
novelist, however, may have been 
his most controversial book. 


Vidal’s experimental satire, Myra 
Breckinridge (1968), was the first 
American novel about a transsex¬ 
ual. The protagonist, Myron, is a 
gay man who has sex-reassign¬ 
ment surgery and is reborn as 
Myra. “To say Mr. Vidal’s new 
novel is queer would be an under¬ 
statement,” wrote one critic. “It is 
a queer, queer book, a virtuoso ex¬ 
ercise in kinkiness.” According to 
Vidal, he wrote it in Rome “in one 
month, one spring, from new 
moon to new moon.” 

Two years later, the novel be¬ 
came a movie starring Rex Reed 
and Raquel Welch as Myron- 
Myra, with a script co-written by 
Vidal. Back then, the movie was a 
resounding flop that critics 
panned as “repugnant,” “atro¬ 
cious,” and “as funny as a child 
molester;” today it’s a camp classic. 

Beginning in the 1960s, Vidal 
also distinguished himself as a lit¬ 
erary and social critic. Lauded as 
“America’s finest essayist,” Vidal 
has penned scores of droll, often 
biting commentaries on American 
culture and politics over the last 
three decades. “The chief play in a 
Vidal essay,” noted one critic, “is to 
point out that the emperor has no 
clothes and then go a step further 
and remove the poor man’s skin.” 

Although Vidal has lived with 
Howard Austen for 50 years, and 
although he has had numerous 
homosexual liaisons (with, among 
others, Jack Kerouac and dancer 
Harold Lang), he refuses to pi¬ 
geonhole himself as “gay.” Vidal 
asserts: “There is no such thing as 
a homosexual person. There are 
only homosexual acts!’ Despite his 
resistance to labels, however, some 
of Vidal’s most passionate essays 
have dissected homophobia and 
sexual discrimination and were 
recently collected in the volume, 
Gore Vidal: Sexually Speaking. ▼

crimes reported

1 9th and Collingwood, May 7, 
midnight: A man walking on 
19th Street near Colling¬ 
wood Park noticed four young 
men following him. When he 
turned the corner on Colling¬ 
wood, the men ran up behind him 
and yelled, “You deserve to die, 
faggot.” Two of the men grabbed 
him while another punched him 
in the face, back, and stom¬ 
ach. The victim fell to the 
ground and the attack¬ 
ers repeatedly kicked 
him about the body. 

During the 15- 
minute beating, one 
of the attackers 
threatened, “You’re 
going to hell, fag¬ 
got. You belong up 
on the fence with 
that other guy,” ap¬ 
parently alluding to the beating 
death of Matthew Shepard in 
Wyoming. 

The men robbed the victim of 
his jacket, took his money, and 
then fled northbound on Colling¬ 
wood. The man staggered to a pay 
phone, where he called an ambu¬ 
lance. He was taken to the hospital 
and treated for head, back, and 
neck injuries. 

The first suspect is described as 
African American, 19-24 years 
old, 6 feet 1 inch tall, weighing 230 
pounds, with a medium complex¬ 
ion and muscular build, wearing a 
tan jacket. Suspect number two is 
Hispanic, 19-24 years old, 5 feet 10 
inches tall and weighing 225 
pounds, with a black pony tail, 
wearing a black leather jacket and 
black pants. Suspect number three 


is Hispanic, 19-24 years old, 5 feet 
6 inches tall, weighing 125 
pounds, thin build, wearing a long 
red sleeve shirt and black pants. 
The fourth suspect is also Hispan¬ 
ic, 19-24 years old, 5 feet 10 inch¬ 
es tall, weighing 200 pounds, with 
a mustache, wearing a baseball cap 
and dark clothing. 

Another attack 

18th and Diamond, May 19, 
3:30 a.m.: Two men reported 

while walking on 18th Street, 
two other men ap¬ 
proached them, one of 
whom sarcastically 
said, “You cute mother 
fuckers.” The suspect 
flicked a lit cigarette at 
their faces and the 
other attacker 
punched one of 
the victims in the 
head, telling them, 
“You know I can 
kick your asses.” 

Hearing the commotion, other 
people came around the corner 
and the suspects fled on foot to¬ 
ward Collingwood. The victims 
called 911 and told police they be¬ 
lieve the attack was motivated by 
their being gay. Responding offi¬ 
cers found the suspects siting in¬ 
side a white Toyota Camry fronting 
the Taqueria on 18th. Arrested for 
battery was Roy Abueg, 23, and 
Jason Jones, 25. Both men are also 
being investigated as suspects in 
the Collingwood hate crime. 

Elbow room 

Castro and Market, May 20, 
12:30 p.m.: Muni called police to 
report that two women were fight¬ 
ing on the platform of Castro sta¬ 
tion. When officers arrived, they 


found a woman on the ground in a 
pool of blood. The victim told po¬ 
lice she was riding the train when 
a teenage girl sat next to her and 
complained she was too close. An 
argument ensued and the teenager 
challenged the woman to step off 
the train and fight. When the train 
topped at Castro, the woman got 
off, and the girl followed. 

The suspect punched the 
woman in the nose and wrestled 
her to the ground where she 
grabbed her hair and slammed 
her head into a brick wall. By¬ 
standers intervened and the sus¬ 
pect grabbed the woman’s purse 
and got on the inbound L-train. 
Responding police radioed ahead, 
and officers arrested the girl at 
Van Ness station. The girl, 14, was 
booked for robbery and aggravat¬ 
ed assault. 

No sweat 

A man who was wanted in 
connection with the burglary of 
Gold’s Gym and the selling of 
stolen property to Starlight 
Records was arrested on a 
$100,000 warrant. 

The suspect, who is accused of 
breaking into lockers at the gym 
and selling CDs he allegedly stole 
during a residential robbery, was 
found working out in Gold’s Gym 
and recognized by employees who 
called the police. Officers arrested 
the suspect without incident. 
Booked on the warrant was Jason 
Taylor, 24. ▼

staff, begins Thursday June 8 at 
the Women’s Building and meets 
weekly from 4 to 6:30 pm. 

Drawing on published research 
from peer-reviewed medical jour¬ 
nals - the standard hallmark of 
scientific reliability - Leiphart 
began developing the LIFE pro¬ 
gram in San Francisco 15 years ago 
“in rudimentary form,” he told the 
Bay Area Reporter. After register¬ 
ing the trademark and forming the 
nonprofit LIFE Foundation to ad¬ 
minister it, he took the program 
with him to an AIDS organization 
in. San Diego, where it has been 
operating since 1991. There, the 
program continues to be enor¬ 
mously popular, with groups run¬ 
ning concurrently not only for 
HIV-positive men and women, 


but for African-Americans, Lati¬ 
no/as, the visually impaired, and 
several other groups with special 
needs or cultural perspectives. 

In addition to men’s and 
women’s groups, programs target¬ 
ed to those with more specific 
characteristics are slightly modified 
for various reasons, Leiphart said, 
such as changing the exercise por¬ 
tions of the program for disabled 
people, or selecting facilitators who 
will reflect the experiences and 
views of many African Americans 
in working with their providers. 

“I could show you hundreds 
and hundreds of studies,” said 
Leiphart, giving an overview of his 
model’s approach. “Research in 
the field of psychoneuroim¬ 
munology has demonstrated that 
there is a host of psychosocial co¬ 
factors that influence immune 
functioning. The key is the im¬ 
mune system’s impact on devel¬ 


opment of symptoms, disease 
progression, and survival.” 

Alternative or 
common sense? 

“This is hard core science com¬ 
ing out of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia Los Angeles, Howard Uni¬ 
versity, the University of Miami, 
and the University of North Car¬ 
olina at Chapel Hill,” said Leiphart, 
noting that he has used current re¬ 
search to support the inclusion of 
the 21 “life issues” that comprise 
the intensive educational program. 

“There’s clear evidence that as¬ 
sertiveness increases natural killer 
cells,” said Leiphart, giving one ex¬ 
ample. “Potent natural killer cells 
can kill HIV-free virus, as well as 
HIV-infected cells.” One recent 
study of HIV-positive people with 
less than 50 CD4 cells using no 
treatments and yet remaining

healthy for a year or longer, he said, 
showed a direct association between 
measurably high levels of personal 
assertiveness and high levels of nat¬ 
ural killer cells, confirming indica¬ 
tions from earlier research. 

Each week, working with one 
of four facilitators assigned to ei¬ 
ther the men’s or women’s groups, 
participants in the LIFE program 
will focus on one of the 21 cofac¬ 
tors that can influence and stimu¬ 
late the immune system, guided by 
two manuals provided to everyone 
who enrolls. 

Homework assignments, role- 
playing, mild exercises, small 
group discussions, and self-evalu¬ 
ation are also a part of the pro¬ 
gram. 

Now, with no money changing 
hands, Leiphart, a trained clinical 
psychologist, is preparing to trans¬ 
fer administration of the immune- 
boosting seminars to his employer, 
Shanti. 

“Shanti has been really sup¬ 
portive of the LIFE program,” 
Leiphart told the B.A.R ., adding 
that in the fall, another six-month 
workshop cycle for men will begin. 
And if the women’s group enroll¬ 
ment fills up for the first series that 
begins in early June, other HIV¬ 
positive women will have another 
chance in the autumn as well. ▼

T ommie Lee Watkins Jr. re¬ 
signed from the U.S. Naval 
Academy in the spring of 
1997 under threat of expulsion for 
being gay. Now the Navy is trying 
to recover $67,000 for the three 
years of education he received. 

Watkins was president of the 
class of 1998 and would have 
served as battalion commander 
during his senior year. The allega¬ 
tions of homosexuality stemmed 
from what Watkins described as “a 
dating relationship that was never 
physical.” He said he resigned out 
of fear that he would not receive a 
fair hearing due to institutional¬ 
ized homophobia. 

An investigation by the Board 
for Correction of Naval Records 
concluded that “there was no find¬ 
ing of any aggravated homosexu¬ 
al behavior.” It ruled that there 
were no grounds for seeking re¬ 
covery of funds spend on 
Watkins’s education. 

But in March, Carolyn H. Be- 
craft, assistant secretary of the 
Navy for manpower, overruled the 
board and ordered repayment 
through a process known as re¬ 
coupment. She said Watkins’s de¬ 
parture was voluntary. 

“This is ridiculous,” said 
William Ferris, a Maryland attor¬ 
ney who is representing Watkins 
in court. “He’s told, we’re going to 
throw you out and would you like 
to resign instead and he resigned.” 

Watkins says he is being prose¬ 
cuted because he is “an African 
American homosexual.” He points 
to the fact that nothing happened 
to the other person involved in the 


non-physical relationship. 

Michelle Benecke, co-director 
of the Servicemembers Legal De¬ 
fense Network, called recoupment 
“a vindictive practice.” If the dis¬ 
charged person does not pay, their 
name is turned over to a collec¬ 
tion agency and their credit rating 
suffers. 

“It is bad enough that people 
lose their careers and their liveli¬ 
hood without the military pour¬ 
ing salt into the wound by trying 
to make it more difficult for them 
to get restarted in the civilian 
world,” she said. 

This is not the first time that 
Becraft, a political appointee, has 
negatively overruled the recom¬ 
mendation of her own board on 
action affecting a discharged gay 
service member. 

Representative Barney Frank 
(D-Massachusetts) said that after 
he read a recent Washington Post 
account of the Watkins case, he 
spoke with Deputy Secretary of 


Defense Rudy deLeon. “I was 
pleased to learn that he did not 
know about this,” said Frank. “I 
am hoping that the Pentagon will 
agree that this is a violation of the 
policy and will drop this.” 

Frank has worked for years to 
stop the harassment of recoup¬ 
ment. “We began to get some in¬ 
dividual cases protected under 
[George Bush’s Secretary of De¬ 
fense Richard] Cheney,” he said. A 
series of policy changes by the 
Clinton administration have 
brought it to the point where 
“they pretty much have to show 
where there was conscious fraud.” 

Watkins, now 25, has since 
completed his education in Florir 
da and is teaching at a private 
school in Miami. He was ordained 
as a minister while still in high 
school in Alabama. In February he 
opened a ministry for lesbians and 
gays at the Bethel African Ameri¬ 
can Methodist Episcopal Church 
in Miami. T 
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Gay activist gets a 
chance to help animals

L ongtime gay rights activist 
Frederick Hobson now gets 
to help his animal friends 
in an official capacity, as he was 
recently appointed by the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors 
to the city’s Commission on An¬ 
imal Control and Welfare. For 
Hobson, who last year took city 
officials to task when they tried 
to stop him from feeding wild 
birds near his apartment, the ap¬ 
pointment couldn’t come soon 
enough. 

Hobson, who is living with 
AIDS, wants the community to 
know he’s there for them and 
any issues that come up con- 
'Cerning their pets. While the 
commission only has the au¬ 
thority to make recommenda¬ 
tions to the Board of Supervisors 
on city policies governing ani¬ 
mals, Hobson said he plans to

take a “realistic, pragmatic” ap¬ 
proach to the job. 

He credited Supervisor Mabel 
Teng with nominating him to 
the commission. Hobson also is 
involved with San Francisco To¬ 
morrow, an urban environmen¬ 
tal organization, and the Golden 
Gate Audubon Society. 

“This commission is on the 
map,” Hobson told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “I’ll try to be a voice of 
reason and push for animal pro¬ 
tection.” 

One of Hobson’s first official 
acts last month was voting to ap¬ 
prove a recommendation dis¬ 
couraging San Francisco veteri¬ 
narians from performing proce¬ 
dures such as declawing cats and 
debarking dogs, two things Hob¬ 
son gets angry about. While that 
recommendation’s fate is uncer¬ 
tain in terms of approval by the 
Board of Supervisors, Hobson 
said that most veterinarians 
won’t do the procedures anyway. 
“Ninety percent of vets won’t do 
it,” Hobson said. “It’s a recom¬ 
mendation and the board may 
not act, but it sends a message.” 

Lopping off as much as one- 
third of what amounts to a cat’s 
fingertip, declawing can lead to 
infection., as^well as limit a cat’s 
ability to defend itself. Most cats, 
Hobson said, can be trained not 
to scratch things like leather fur¬ 
niture, or pet owners can use a 
spray bottle to curb the practice. 
Of course, cat owners also could 
purchase furniture that’s less 
susceptible to damage by a fe¬ 
line, Hobson added. 

And he should know - Hob¬ 
son lives with cats and birds, 
who, he explained, get along just 
fine and don’t destroy his be¬ 
longings. 

The slicing of a dog’s vocal 
chords to prevent barking also 
gets Hobson going. “Debarking 
a dog takes away its language 
ability,” Hobson said, adding 
that dogs continue to try to bark 
after the procedure. The practice 
has come about, he believes, be¬ 
cause “we live in a crowded soci¬ 
ety,” and some people who have 
dogs don’t want them to disturb 
neighbors. 

“Those two things, to me, are 
very unnecessary,” he said. 

Hobson also will advocate on 
behalf of those who want pets 
but may believe they aren’t al¬ 
lowed to have them in apart¬ 
ments. “There are federal laws 
that require landlords to accept 
a pet if it’s a companion animal 
to a disabled or senior person,” 
he said, adding that service ani¬ 
mals also are required to reside 
with their human companions. 
“A lot of agencies don’t know 
anything about it.” 

“I see myself as a protector of 
animals,” Hobson said, adding 
that he’s against fur as a fashion 
statement. “I don’t see the need 
to kill 20 minks to see some 
queen wear them.” 

Asked whether people who 
have pets are owners or 
guardians, Hobson pointed out 
that the commission last year 
recommended people be called 
pet guardians. It’s a term he 
agrees with. T

Also, read the information included with PROPECIA each time you 
renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not take the place of careful discussions with 
your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss PROPECIA when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 

What is PROPECIA used for? 

PROPECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and the anterior mid-scalp area. 

PROPECIA is for use by MEN ONLY and should NOT be used by women or children. 

What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning of the hair on the scalp. Often, this results 
in a receding hairline and/or balding on the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men in their 20s. 
Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this type of 
hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies; 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18 to 41 with mild to moderate amounts of ongoing hair loss. 

All men, whether receiving PROPECIA or placebo (a pill containing no medication) were given a medicated shampoo 
(Neutrogena T/Gel®*** Shampoo). Of these men, approximately 1200 with hair loss at the top of the head were studied for 
an additional 12 months. In general, men who took PROPECIA maintained or increased the number of visible scalp hairs 
and noticed improvement in their hair in the first year, with the effect maintained in the second year.

Male pattern hair loss occurs gradually overtime. On average, healthy hair grows only about half an inch each month. 
Therefore, it will take time to see any effect. 

You may need to take PROPECIA daily for three months or more before you see a benefit from taking PROPECIA. 
PROPECIA can only work over the longterm if you continue taking it. If the drug has not worked for you in twelve months, 
further treatment is unlikely to be of benefit. If you stop taking PROPECIA, you will likely lose the hair you have gained 
within 12 months of stopping treatment. You should discuss this with your doctor. 

How should i take PROPECIA? 

Follow your doctor's instructions. 

■ Take one tablet by mouth each day. 

■ You may take PROPECIA with or without food. 

■ If you forget to take PROPECIA, do not take an extra tablet Just take the next tablet as usual. 

PROPECIA will not work faster or better if you take it more than once a day. 


Who should NOT take PROPECIA?

These side effects went away in men who stopped 
taking PROPECIA. They also disappeared in most men who continued taking PROPECIA. 

In general use, the following have been reported infrequently: allergic reactions including rash, 

itching, hives and swelling of the lips and face; problems with ejaculation; breast tenderness and enlargement; and 

testicular pain. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual side effects. 

■ PROPECIA can affect a blood test called PSA (Prostate-Specific Antigen) for the screening of prostate cancer. If 
you have a PSA test done, you should tell your doctor that you are taking PROPECIA.

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Series of ‘gay genes,’ 
study suggests

I f heterosexual women mated 
only with jerks, male homo¬ 
sexuality would disappear. 
Loosely translated, that’s what a 
researcher from the University of 
New Orleans is suggesting. 

An analysis by Edward M. 
Miller, Ph.D., published in the 
Archives of Sexual Behavior (Vol. 
29, No. 1, 2000), explored the 
evolutionary puzzle of how the 
genes, or alleles, responsible for 
homosexuality survived despite 
the low procreation rate of ho¬ 
mosexuals. 

The 34-page report suggests 
there is not one “gay gene” but a 
series of genes responsible for 
homosexuality. If all the gay 
genes are present, a person will 
be gay. If only some of the ho¬ 
mosexual genes are present, an 
individual will be heterosexual 
but have some characteristics 
more closely linked with the op¬ 
posite sex. 

“Single alleles [in heterosexu¬ 
al men] make for greater sensi¬ 
tivity, empathy, tenderminded¬ 
ness, and kindness,” Miller wrote. 


“These traits make heterosexual 
carriers of the genes better fa¬ 
thers and more attractive mates. 

“It should be noted that there 
are good biological reasons for a 
female to seek a mate who is kind 
and considerate. He is more like¬ 
ly to give her resources for raising 
her offspring and not to harm her 
physically or to harm her emo¬ 
tionally by making her jealous.” 

So why are some women at¬ 
tracted to insensitive and unkind 
men, a.k.a. jerks? Miller suggests 
it may be because of a biological 
drive to lessen the chances of 
producing homosexual off¬ 
spring. 

“Females may have evolved so 
as to adjust their choice of mate 
to the genes their own body is 
carrying,” Miller wrote. “If the 
genes they carry would make for 
an appreciable risk of homosex¬ 
uality in their sons, they should 
choose a mate who is on the 
strongly masculine side, thus 
minimizing the risk of homosex¬ 
uality. At the other extreme, if 
the women carry genes for mas¬ 
culine traits, they can mate with 
men carrying more of the femi¬ 
nine traits without an exception¬ 


ally high risk of homosexuality 
in their sons.” 

Although the report focused 
on gay males, it suggested the 
genes responsible for lesbianism 
get passed on in a similar way to 
how they are passed along for 
male homosexuals. That is, a het¬ 
erosexual woman who has some 
masculine traits may have more 
luck finding a partner. 

“One may speculate that the 
greater reproductive success of 
those with masculinity produc¬ 
ing genes is through greater suc¬ 
cess at mate acquisition,” the 
journal report said. “An example 
would be when a tomboy is later 
better able to acquire a mate, be¬ 
cause of her ability to talk about 
sports and other masculine top¬ 
ics (in Africa, hunting perhaps). 

“However, in many cases the 
advantage of a more masculine 
personality may not be in mate 
acquisition, but in being more 
effective in asserting herself and 
hence at acquiring the resources 
needed for her and her children. 
For instance, while the very fem¬ 
inine female may be most attrac¬ 
tive to a male, one who is a little

herself and the supervisor, name¬ 
ly her independence and grass¬ 
roots ties that she says will serve a 
diverse group of constituents. 

“I’m not at all happy with the 
direction in which the city is 
going,” Hansen told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “It’s headed in a direc¬ 
tion defined by the mayor and his 
team, and I see Mark as a part of 
that team.” 

Which isn’t to say Hansen 
doesn’t give Leno credit for his 
work. 

“Mark has done some laudable 
things within the queer commu¬ 
nity,” Hansen acknowledged. “But 
when it comes to more broadly 
running a city our differences are 
much clearer. In terms of the 
queer youth shelter, we did take 
the same position and I was in¬ 
volved with trying to work with 
the neighbors and their concerns. 
The key difference is, I would have 
brought the neighbors into the 
discussion much earlier than he 
did.” 

Leno, for his part, said he wel¬ 
comes the competition. 

Calling Hansen a “good candi¬ 
date and a fine individual,” the su¬ 
pervisor told the B.A.R. that he is 
looking forward to the race. 

“I have a strong record of 
which I’m proud. And I’m a very 
positive fellow by nature and will 
be running a very positive cam¬ 
paign,” Leno said. 

Hansen’s platform will high¬ 
light transportation, housing, and 
preserving neighborhood charac¬ 
ter. A 12-year resident - and renter 
- of the Castro who rides public 
transit to work, she believes that 
in order to understand the issues 
that affect everyday residents, a 
person must live like one. 

“Unless you’re walking 
through the same dangerous in¬ 
tersections and using Muni and 
shopping at small independent 
businesses in the neighborhood, 
you can’t understand what the 
concerns are,” said Hansen. 

“That’s the great thing about 
district elections,” she added. “The 


candidate knows what’s going on.” 

Hansen herself was involved 
with the push for elections that 
now require supervisors to live in 
the district they represent. But she 
said that while district elections 
will benefit constituents, supervi¬ 
sors must also be careful to look at 
issues more broadly. 

“What’s good for one district 
may not be good for another 


when it comes to citywide issues,” 
said Hansen. “I think the impor¬ 
tant thing is to always hear from 
the residents.” 

With her campaign just off the 
ground, details like additional en¬ 
dorsements and funding will like¬ 
ly follow in the coming months. In 
the meantime, the public can visit 
www.eileenhansenSF8.com for 
more information.

a protocol.” 

Overall, the top vote-getters 
were DeGeneres, Cho, and Board 
of Supervisors President Tom 
Ammiano, in that order. But the 
new method for counting votes 
meant that the honors went to 
DeGeneres, Ammiano, lesbian 
icons Phyllis Lyon and Del Mar¬ 
tin, and Williams and Mirikitani.

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AIDS drug prices cut for poor countries 

President Clinton signs executive order on drug licensing

* arlier this month, five 
major pharmaceutical 
- I manufacturers announced 
that they would cut AIDS drug 
prices for people in poor coun¬ 
tries. The move comes in the wake 
of efforts by several developing 
countries, including Thailand, 
South Africa, India, and Brazil, to 
license the production of cheaper 
generic versions of anti-HIV 
drugs that are protected by U.S. 
and European intellectual proper¬ 
ty laws. 

Boehringer Ingelheim, Bristol- 
Myers Squibb, Glaxo Wellcome, 
Merck and Company, and Roche 
Holding issued a joint statement 
announcing that they would offer 
AIDS drugs at prices as much as 
90 percent lower than those in de¬ 
veloped countries, “pennies above 
manufacturing costs.” In doing so, 
the companies revealed the extent 
of their markup on AIDS drugs, 
which they claim is necessary to 
pay for pharmaceutical research 
and development. Glaxo said it 
would lower the price of its anti- 
HIV drug Combivir - a combina¬ 
tion of AZT and 3TC in a single 
pill - to $2 day, about a fifth of the 
drugs current U.S. price. 

The drug companies’ May 10 
announcement was hailed by 
some. According to Dr. Peter Piot 
of UNAIDS, who has been help¬ 
ing to broker the agreement for a 
month, “It’s the first time the 
companies are collectively willing 


to discuss a truly significant de¬ 
cline in prices. It is something 
many of us have hoped for.” 

Critics of the plan, however, 
say that even the reduced drug 
prices may prove prohibitively ex¬ 
pensive for countries in which the 
average income may be as low as 
$50 per month. According to 
Bernard Pecoul of the interna¬ 
tional medical aid group Medicins 
Sans Frontieres/Doctors Without 
Borders, “The fact that a serious 
discussion has begun among drug 
companies on dramatically reduc¬ 
ing the price of AIDS drugs is a 
victory, but a small one, much like 
an elephant giving birth to a 
mouse. ... The reality is that de¬ 
spite this initiative, AIDS drugs 
will still be unaffordable for the 
vast majority of those in need in 
the poorest countries.” 

Other concerns include the po¬ 
tential for the development of a 
black market in anti-HIV drugs 
between countries with disparate 
drug prices, and the risk that spo¬ 
radic use of the drugs in the ab¬ 
sence of a solid public health in¬ 
frastructure may do more harm 
than good. According to Jose Zu¬ 
niga, executive director of the In¬ 
ternational Association of Physi¬ 
cians in AIDS Care, “If the offer 
isn’t well thought out and com¬ 
bined with funding to educate 
people about how to use the drugs 
or build health services to provide 
and monitor their use, the drugs’ 
availability in Africa could be dis¬ 
astrous.” 

On the same day, President 


Clinton signed an executive order 
stating that the U.S. government 
would not oppose efforts by coun¬ 
tries in sub-Saharan Africa to pro¬ 
duce or import less expensive 
local versions of patented drugs. 
According to U.S. Trade Represen¬ 
tative Charlene Barshefsky, “Given 
the devastating impact of AIDS, 
the United States will not require 
or negotiate restrictive rules in the 
intellectual property rights area.” 
Clinton’s move comes a week after 


legislators removed a similar pro¬ 
vision from the African Growth 
and Opportunity Act/African- 
Caribbean Basin Initiative trade 
bill. 

Drug pricing and availability — 
specifically the manufacture and 
importation of cheaper versions 
of patented anti-HIV drugs - were 
among the issues discussed by 
Clinton and South African Presi¬ 
dent Thabo Mbeki during a state 
visit on Monday, May 22. Mbeki 
clarified that his much-publicized 
skeptical stance on AZT was not 


related to the drug’s effectiveness, 
but rather to cost and concerns 
that his country may not have “a 
strong enough medical infrastruc¬ 
ture” to deal with “potential toxi¬ 
cides and counter-indications.” 

Some activists accused Clinton 
of doing too little too late. On 
World AIDS Day last December, 
which coincided with a massive 
protest in Seattle revolving around 
the policies of the World Trade 
Organization, Clinton agreed to 


relax U.S. trade rules concerning 
patented drugs - which are more 
stringent than WTO rules that 
allow for compulsory licensing of 
generic drugs and parallel im¬ 
porting - saying, “The U.S. will 
henceforth implement its health¬ 
care and trade policies in a man¬ 
ner that ensures people in the 
poorest countries won’t have to go 
without medicine they so desper¬ 
ately need.” 

Paul Davis, a member of ACT 
UP/Philadelphia - which orga¬ 
nized a demonstration against 


drug pricing restrictions in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., last month in con¬ 
junction with a week of protests 
against the World Bank and the 
International Monetary Fund - 
criticized the order for only cover¬ 
ing anti-HIV drugs and only being 
applicable to sub-Saharan Africa. 
“There are more killers than 
HIV/AIDS, and lots of folks who 
have AIDS in other countries.” 

The pharmaceutical industry 
also was critical of the order. Alan 
Holmer, president of the Pharma¬ 
ceutical Research and Manufac¬ 
turers of America, said that it sets 
“an undesirable and inappropriate 
precedent,” and that “strong intel¬ 
lectual property protection is the 
only way to encourage [further 
anti-HIV drug] research.” 

Some activists believe that the 
agreement by the five pharmaceu¬ 
tical companies to lower their 
prices is largely an effort to fore¬ 
stall such exceptions to trade and 
intellectual property laws. Accord¬ 
ing to Doctors Without Borders 
“This agreement does nothing to 
stimulate countries’ rights to pro¬ 
duce or import inexpensive high- 
quality generic drugs, a key com¬ 
ponent to long-term, sustainable 
solutions for improving access to 
essential medicines.” 

Said Sharon Ann Lynch of 
ACT UP/Philadelphia, “The phar¬ 
maceutical kingpins are attempt¬ 
ing to prohibit African nations 
from creating self-sufficient solu¬ 
tions to the AIDS crisis. The 
strings attached to this price re¬ 
duction amount to a noose.” ▼

sarcoma

T he human herpes virus-8 
(HHV-8) is “quite ancient,” 
at least 100,000 years, ac¬ 
cording to Johns Hopkins Univer¬ 
sity Professor Gary Hayward. 
There are “essentially four flavors” 
of the virus tied to human migra¬ 
tion and evolution. HHV-8 has 
been linked conclusively to devel¬ 
opment of Kaposi’s sarcoma when 
a declining immune system no 
longer can hold the virus in check. 

How HHV-8 is transmitted re¬ 
mains a mystery. Another mystery 
surrounds why, in the U.S. and 
Europe, gay men are much more 
likely than the rest of the popula¬ 
tion to be seropositive for it. 

These were some of the ques¬ 
tions that researchers grappled 
with at the Fourth International 
AIDS Malignancy Conference at 
the National Institutes of Health, 
May 16-18. 

There are no documented 
cases of HHV-8 transmission 
through commercial blood prod¬ 
ucts, despite several patients hav¬ 
ing received transfusions from 
carriers of the virus. A low preva¬ 
lence of HHV-8 among injection 
drug users is further indication 
that it is not blood-borne as is 
HIV and hepatitis C (HCV). 

Dr. Jeffrey Martin, a researcher 
at the University of California at 
San Francisco, is puzzled as to why 
female sex workers have lower

rates of HHV-8 infection than do 
gay men living next door. 

He reviewed data on seven 
bodily fluids that could harbor 
HHV-8. “Any act that involves 
passage of these bodily fluids be¬ 
tween gay men has to be consid¬ 
ered fair game for transmission,” 
said Martin. Sampling has found 
HHV-8 in the semen of 15 percent 
of gay men, while the saliva of 
those same men yielded more 
than twice that rate of infection, 
35 percent. 

It has been “very hard to find” 
HHV-8 in fecal matter, he said. 
Still, because initial research in the 
1980s found a correlation between 
sexual practices such as rimming 
and being seropositive for HHV- 
8, that possible route of transmis¬ 
sion continues to loom large in 
the minds of many. 

“But mere presence of the 
virus in a bodily fluid does not 
mean that passing the fluid can 
transmit the virus,” said Martin. 
Both HIV and hepatitis C are pre¬ 
sent in saliva, “but we do not be¬ 
lieve that kissing is an important 
route of transmission” for them. 

Research in the Republic of 
Cameroon in Africa has shown 
that rates of HHV-8 infection are 
low in children, but increase at a 
consistent rate of about 1.2 per¬ 
cent a year. By age 20, about half 
the population is seropositive for 
the virus. Patterns of infection re¬ 
flect the serostatus of the mother 
and siblings of the child, but not 


the father. 

Kiss, kiss 

Dr. Lawrence Corey, had a sim¬ 
ple explanation for why gay men 
have such a high rate of HHV-8 
infection: “They kiss everybody, 
their mother, their sisters, their 
boyfriends.” The University of 
Washington researcher was being 
humorous but not facetious. 

He has found that 35 percent 
of the gay men he tested are posi¬ 
tive for HHV-8. In a detailed study 
of 27 gay men who carried HHV- 
8,11 of whom also were HlV-pos- 
itive, Corey took tissue and fluid 
samples once a week for four 
weeks. 

He found that more than half 
of the men shed virus in their sali¬ 
va at some point during the study. 
That was significantly higher than 
shedding found at any other body 
site. And the amount of virus 
being shed was 2.5 logs higher in 
saliva than in the next most active 
site. 

A third group of gay men was 
asked to collect separate daily 
swabs from the genital, anal/rec¬ 
tal, and oral areas for 47 consecu¬ 
tive days. Corey and his colleagues 
were able to isolate HHV-8 DNA 
from 33.7 percent of the samples 
of saliva, but from only 1.3 per¬ 
cent of the anal samples and 0.3 
percent of the urethral samples. 

Those who shed the virus 
seemed to do so rather consistent¬ 
ly. Men coinfected with HIV 
seemed more likely to shed HHV- 
8, but the study was too Small to 
reach a definitive conclusion. 

Corey hypothesized from work 
with tissue cultures, “The wide 
spectrum of cell types that are in¬ 
fected suggests that cofactors may 
enhance the replication or trans¬ 
mission of HHV-8.” 

Subsequent experiments in tis¬ 
sue showed that “CMV [cy¬ 
tomegalovirus] markedly upregu- 
lates HHV-8 and produces higher 
titers of infectious virus than we 
have ever seen before.”

Pioneering gay rights founder dies at 82

W illiam Dale Jennings, a pi¬ 
oneering activist who co¬ 
founded the first major 
gay rights organization in the 
United States in the 1950s, died of 
respiratory failure in Los Angeles 
on May 11. He was 82. 

Mr. Jennings helped found the 
Mattachine Society in the early 


1950s after he was charged with in¬ 
decent behavior in Griffith Park. He 
was acquitted by a jury in the case. 

The Mattachine Society - 
which also involved gay pioneer 
Harry Hay, last year’s San Francis¬ 
co Pride Parade grand marshal - 
helped create the foundation for 
other gay rights organizations. 

Mr. Jennings also co-founded 
ONE magazine, the country’s first 
gay publication. The postmaster 


began confiscating the magazine in 
1954, contending it was obscene. It 
led to a landmark lawsuit that cul¬ 
minated in a 1958 Supreme Court 
decision that a publication dedicat¬ 
ed to gay equality was not obscene. 

An author, Mr. Jennings wrote 
The Cowboys, a novel that was 
later made into a movie starring 
John Wayne, as well as two other 
books, The Ronin and The Sinking 
of the Sarah Diamond. T

lence and titers of HHV-8 are so 
much higher in saliva that it has to 
be a major form of transmission.” 
He believes that the virus is much 
more common than is currently 
thought. As with many ubiquitous 
infections, such as Epstein-Barr 
virus, a healthy immune system 
readily controls it. Problems 
emerge as that response becomes 
severely compromised. 

Lesions 

“As our knowledge of HHV-8 
has evolved, it has become clear 
that something in addition to in¬ 
fection of the host is necessary for 
Kaposi’s sarcoma” to develop, said 
Dr. Margaret Offermann, a re¬ 
searcher at Emory University. One 
is that the virus must infect en¬ 
dothelial cells, the first layer of 
cells lining the passageways 
through which blood flows. 


Working with tissue cultures, 
Offermann found that the cy¬ 
tokine interferon alpha did not 
completely protect a cell from 
HHV-8 but it did dramatically re¬ 
duce infection. It appears to set off 
a chain reaction of events that “de¬ 
creases protein synthesis” and 
makes it more difficult for the 
virus to reproduce. 

“Interferon protects endothe¬ 
lial cells from infection with HHV- 
8. It reduces the amount of virus 
that gets into the cells,” she said.

When cells are already infected, in¬ 
terferon “enhances elimination of 
the virus infected cells.” 

Offermann said, in contrast, 
the cytokine “TNF-alpha en¬ 
hances the rate of infection of en¬ 
dothelial cells with HHV-8, lead¬ 
ing to higher levels of viral gene 
expression.” 

Modulating these, and perhaps 
other immune functions, offers a 
promising line of inquiry for de¬ 
veloping therapy for Kaposi’s sar¬ 
coma. T

about $108,000 to $140,000, got 
raises of around 4 or 5 percent. 

Explaining that the executive di¬ 
rector, rather than the board, sets 
compensation for staff members 
under her supervision, Payne re¬ 
ferred questions concerning the fi¬ 
nancial manager’s raise to Christen. 

But at press time, Christen had 
not returned a call seeking com¬ 
ment on the information report¬ 
ed to the IRS. 

Payne did, however, volunteer 
a possible explanation for Chris- 


ten’s decision to disproportionate¬ 
ly boost Henderson’s income, 

“Some of that was because 
[Henderson] got a special bonus 
because of Pat’s maternity leave 
last year,” Payne said. 

Christen took a four-month 
maternity leave in fiscal 1998-99, 
Henderson later confirmed, 
adding that in addition to a “small 
bonus,” his compensation includ¬ 
ed a “temporary raise.” 

Client services director Susan 
Haikalis, meanwhile, was bumped 
off the top five earners list by Ralph 
Jennings, SFAF’s budget and fiscal 
contracts manager, who took in 
$108,793 last year, including benefits. 


Overall, the ASO’s approxi¬ 
mately 100 employees’ total 
salaries actually decreased to 
$5,068,011 last year, a cut of 
$184,742 from a total of 
$5,252,753 in 1997-98. 

SFAF’s five highest paid inde¬ 
pendent contractors also are re¬ 
ported on the 990. Among them, 
Pallotta and Associates got the 
same amount for producing the 
1999 California AIDS Ride as in 
1998: $180,000. Miller, Zeichik and 
Associates, which produces the an¬ 
nual AIDS Walk, also got flat fund¬ 
ed, receiving $95,000 for produc¬ 
ing last year’s event - also the same 
amount as the previous year. ▼

dissidents who believe that HIV 
does not cause AIDS to “religious 
fanatics,” and - perhaps most con¬ 
troversial - his decision not to pro¬ 
vide AZT to pregnant women with 
AIDS to help prevent transmission 
of the virus to their infants. 

Epidemiologists estimate that 
one in 10 South Africans, or about 
4.2 million people, are infected 
with HIV. 

“Clearly there has been some 
misunderstanding of what we have 
said. ... We have never said there 
is no connection between HIV and 
AIDS. I don’t know where that re¬ 
port came from,” Mbeki told re¬ 
porters in Washington on Tuesday 


after receiving an honorary degree 
at Howard University. 

After Wednesday’s address, 
Mbeki was asked by an audience 
member to directly address his 
position on these matters. 

“There is a problem of AIDS in 
South Africa, and in Africa gener¬ 
ally, which requires a strong and 
determined response,” Mbeki ac¬ 
knowledged, adding that what his 
country needed was a strong pre¬ 
vention campaign that included 
condoms. He lauded the U.S. Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention, which has recently come 
to the aid of his government in 
“putting together” the disparate 
sides of the HIV controversy as 
part of the advisory panel. 

Emphasizing that he is not a 
scientist, he also tried to explain 


how his interest in the HIV/AIDS 
connection began. 

“Because of the scale of the prob¬ 
lem, many, many of us in govern¬ 
ment tried to understand this prob¬ 
lem as closely as possible,” he said, 
adding that “some of us had to be 
reading to understand this problem 
... to make sure that we understood 
the problem in a more focused way.” 

Mbeki carefully explained that 
the problem of AIDS in his coun¬ 
try, which faces monumental prob¬ 
lems of poverty, hunger, and un¬ 
employment, is different than in 
the U.S. As he has in other recent 
forums, Mbeki took the opportu¬ 
nity to note that Africans face other 
epidemic diseases, notably malaria, 
which affects over 400 million peo¬ 
ple each year and causes a million 
deaths, mostly among children. ▼

you don’t show up or you resign, 
or you engage in misconduct, 
that’s grounds for scholarship re¬ 
coupment,” Collier told the B.A.R. 
“There’s a subset of regulations 
for a gay discharge, which is, if 
someone comes out in order to be 
discharged, the scholarship must 
be paid back. This rule is more set 
up for people who aren’t gay, who 
say they’re gay to get out. In my 
client’s case, there’s no evidence 
that he made the statement to get 
discharged. The Air Force is sim¬ 
ply assigning intent to his words.” 

While even those opposed to 


DADT may agree that coming out 
is asking for a discharge, it is im¬ 
portant to note that Hensala came 
out in 1994, just as the policy had 
taken effect, when nobody knew 
its true potential. In any case, 
that’s not the issue. 

“The issue is the Air Force has 
a policy outlining under which 
circumstances they will order re¬ 
coupment, and my situation is not 
one of those cases,” said Hensala. 
“So this is one area where this case 
may in fact be precedent-setting.” 

Regardless of whether Hensala 
thought he would be discharged - 
and he didn’t - a discharge is only 
one element of the scholarship 
policy, according to Collier. And 
the Air Force, as opposed to other

T he name of the exhibition 2000 BC: 
The Bruce Conner Story Part II may 
sound like a Monty Python or a Mel 
Brooks movie, and Bruce Conner 
can be a funny guy. (When asked, 
during a press preview, about the nature of 
the avant-garde and how he manages to 
keep “fresh,” Mr. B.C. answers, “Well, I use 
underarm deodorant, and I take a bath 
every morning”) But his art is serious 
stuff, and his reputation as a key figure in 
the art and filmmaking of the mid-20th 
century is firmly established. 

The Part II part of the title indicates 
that this exhibition is not, I repeat not, a 
retrospective, but rather a select segment 
of Conner’s enormous oeuvre since the 
1950s. (So far, there is no Part I, but the 
artist is working on it, along with five 
other parts, for a total of seven.) 

What the audience at the de Young gets 
is still a pretty wide view of Conner’s career 
beginning in 1954 and stretching up to 
1996. Many of his best pieces are included. 
The non-retrospective was organized by the 
Walker Art Center in Minneapolis, last seen 
at the Museum of Modern Art in Ft. Worth, 
and moves on next to MoCA in Los Ange¬ 
les. As the artist told me during a walk¬ 
through of the galleries, he has been a co¬ 
curator of the show at each of its venues. 
For a man who has survived bouts of frag¬ 
ile health, it is a significant accomplish¬ 
ment; and at 66, he now appears hardy. 

A native of Kansas and a San Francis¬ 
co resident since 1958, Conner was a key 
visual artist in the Beat scene, along with 
Jay DeFeo, Joan Brown and Manual Neri. 
His creepy assemblages, with their come- 
fuck-me-in-a-dusty-old-attic aesthetic, at¬ 
tracted immediate attention in the late

t’s more than a little ironic that the 
seediest director is getting the royal 
treatment on DVD. Yes, tranny auteur 
Ed Wood’s meisterworks are now 
available in sharp transfers from Image 
Entertainment. The earliest, Glen or 
Glenda, aka I Changed My Sex (1953), 
is to some observers Wood’s master¬ 
piece, eclipsing even the prodigious 
achievement of Plan 9 from Outer 
Space in sheer brazen weirdness. It 
begins as a cheapie problem drama, 
but through Wood’s combination of 
naivete and brio becomes a dizzy 
mix of philosophical rant, religious 
allegory, social critique, exploita¬ 
tion flick, and softcore porn. 

The film presents all manner of 
outrageous and fetishized images, 
carefully surrounding them with 
the respectable scientific and 
medical commentary necessary

to get the film released. Thus we see drag 
queens prancing up and down the street 
ogling bra shop windows, or enjoying a 
quiet moment at home fondling their an¬ 
gora, while a doctor explains that “a trans¬ 
vestite is not a homosexual!” 

Wood himself plays the title characters, 
but even his weird performance is eclipsed 
by the bondage sequences, which feature 
scantily clad beauties tying each other up, 
dreamscapes of disapproving “normals” 
(parents, priests) attacking poor 
Glen/Ed, and “the devil” presiding over 
it all. Wood’s loose structure allows for 
all kinds of unpredictable fun, includ¬ 
ing broad humor (a drag queen milk¬ 
man) and campy dialogue (“Little 
Miss Female, you should be proud!”). 

Glen or Glenda is a startling avant- 
garde document that, using Wood’s 
own transvestitism and the Christine 
Jorgensen headlines, still seems 
ahead of its time. 

A year later, Wood made Jail Bait

Now, we know some 
gay observers don’t like the fact 
that the most successful young 
male artist doing ostensibly “gay” 
art isn’t 'gay at all; but if Barney 
has staked out as his territory an 
investigation into the masculine, 
the fetishization of male uniforms 
from athletic gear to cowboy out¬ 
fits, a love of self-lubricating plas¬ 
tic, and real clinical stuff about

sexual differentiation, it’s because 
he has the vision and the will to 
tackle these themes. We don’t feel 
like punishing him because he’s 
straight. 

As SFMOMA director David 
Ross pointed out at the 
media preview, Barney’s 
Cremaster show occu¬ 
pies an appropriate 
place between the re¬ 
cently-opened Rene 
Magritte show and an 
exhibit of contempo¬ 
rary gay artist Robert 
Gober coming up in 
June. Both the Bel¬ 
gian Surrealist and 
Barney get big bang 
out of the juxtapo¬ 
sition of scale, and the Cremaster 
series operates on a scale as big as 
geographical space, and as small 
as biological space. (Looking 
ahead, if a typical Gober sculp¬ 
ture appears to be a sink, for ex¬ 
ample, it seems no less about the 
human body.) 

The latest Cremaster install¬ 
ment can be as slow and majestic 
as glacial retreat; more than a 
story about executed murderer 
Gary Gilmore or the hive society 
of Mormon Utah, it’s a complex 
portrait of the Rocky Mountains 
themselves. Cremaster 2 also fea¬ 
tures the best use of animals in a 
film this year, from a bucking 
Brahma bull to a hive of bees, a 
French bulldog, and heterosexual 
author Norman Mailer (playing 
Barney hero Harry Houdini).

Mixing it up 

' Whatever Happened to Sister George?'

boost ratings. The ratings do sky¬ 
rocket, but soon the network in¬ 
sists that Sister George must be 
killed to atone for the character’s 
depravity. Both the protege and 
the star wind up as invalids under 
the care of a Baby Jane-type harri¬ 
dan who morphed from Thelma 
Ritter’s character in All About Eve. 
Got all that straight? 

Writer-director Sawyer, whose 
credits include Hot Pants Homo 
and Gross Indulgences: The Trials 
of Liberace, obviously knows his 
gay cultural icons. That the same 
gay sensibilities are used to create 
an all-lesbian show business mi¬ 
lieu — a sort of female drag show 
— didn’t seem to interfere with 
the cross-gender laughter on 
opening night. 

What sometimes did put a 
damper on the merriment was an 
intermittent cloddishness to the 
script, especially in the scenes 
from the TV show, that crossed 
the line from the absurdly silly to 
the slapdash juvenile. And while 
most of the cast is the groove, at 
least a couple lack the comic fi¬ 
nesse to make their moments fly. 


Stephanie Taylor is miscast as 
the older, coarser Sister George, 
and she pushes too hard at times 
to make up for it. It’s still an ener¬ 
gized performance that com¬ 
mands attention if not all the 
laughter it should. As the wide- 
eyed Eve Harrington-type 
schemer, Ginger Eckert is perfect¬ 
ly in tune with the silly/sophisti¬ 
cated tone of the script. So, too, 
are Connie L. Noble as a network 
executive and Sandy Schlechter in 
the Thelma Ritter-Bette Davis 
role. But Elizabeth Marie as an 
ambitious starlet needs more con¬ 
trol to land her laughs. 

Whatever Happened to Sister 
George? starts out shakily, but 
once it’s up to speed, the jokes 
come so quickly that it’s not a cat¬ 
astrophe when some misfire. With 
some polishing of the script and 
the cast, it could be a classic trav¬ 
esty. ▼

*} gay and lesbian program¬ 
ming in its annual subscrip¬ 
tion series, unlike the gay-male 
Pride Season of New Conservato¬ 
ry. It’s a noble effort that can be a 
box-office dilemma. Audiences 
tend to segregate themselves. 

But the current attraction has 
the ingredients of crossover ap¬ 
peal, combining a campy gay sen¬ 
sibility with a story populated 
with lusty, libidinal lesbians. 
Maybe you can have your cake 
and eat it, too. 

Take the title of F. Allen 
Sawyer’s new comedy, Whatever 
Happened to Sister George? It com¬ 
bines the quintessential^ camp 
movie Whatever Happened to 
Baby Jane? with The Killing of Sis¬ 
ter George, one of the first movies 
about an unabashedly out lesbian. 
Both films, Sawyer points out in 
his program notes, were directed 
by Robert Aldrich. 

But in this satirical burlesque 
that can be alternately dumb, silly, 
and inspired, Sawyer doesn’t keep 
his pop-cultural references to just 
two movies. Among the sources 
that find their way into this story 
of an actress famous as a TV nun 
are The Sound of Music, The Fly¬ 
ing Nun, The Nun Story, The Mod 
Squad, All About Eve, Mildred 
Pierce, Ellen, The Childrens Hour, 
Personal Best, and even The Lucy 
Show. 

Most of the play is set in 1962 
when, because the beloved Audrey 
Hepburn is about to play a possi¬ 
ble lesbian in The Childrens Hour, 
the star of The Adventures of Sister 
George is convinced by an Eve 
Harrington-type protege that her 
character should come out to help

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Less is Moore 

Demi dreary in 'Passion of Mind'

1j| A A ben Hollywood calls, tal¬ 
ented European directors 
have a hard time saying 
no. Alain Berliner made quite a 
splash in 1998 with Ma Vie en 
Rose, a brilliant, funny, and illu¬ 
minating look at gender identity. 
So, like Max Ophuls, Fritz Lang, 
and many others before him, 
Berliner was given his first Amer¬ 
ican movie. Unfortunately, it is 
Passion of Mind, a dreadful Demi 
Moore vehicle which opens to¬ 
morrow. 

Ron Bass and David Field pro¬ 
duce a screenplay which springs 
from an idea Bass came up with a 
decade ago. Marty (Moore) is an 
unmarried Manhattan literary 
agent who dreams nightly of an 
alter-ego named Marie (Moore, 
again), a widow with two children 
who lives in France. Marie also 
dreams of Marty. Which woman is 
real, and which is the dream? 
Marie and Marty both see psychi¬ 
atrists, and each woman takes a 
lover at the same time. In Man¬ 
hattan, it’s Aaron (William Ficht- 
ner), and in France, it’s William 
(Stellar Skarsgard). The men are 
never allowed to sleep all night 
with their female lovers (for fear 
of dreamus interruptus ), and the 
guys, understandably weirded out 
by the situation, push Marty and 
Marie toward a resolution. I sup¬ 
pose it could have worked, but 
based on the outcome, Bass 
should have left this idea in the 
dustbin. 

Demi Moore is vacuous in 
both roles. Her performance is so 
bad the audience was laughing out 
loud during several of Moore’s se¬ 
rious moments. This dual role 
calls for an actress with depth, 
someone like Juliette Binoche, 


who can portray self-knowledge 
and contemplative thought. 
Moore, even with violins in the 
background, is totally out of her 
depth. Her interaction with 
William Fichtner in the Manhattan 
scenes is adequate (in spite of the 
fact that her makeup veers toward 
Kabuki), but Moore and Stellan 
Skarsgard have no chemistry what¬ 
soever. All the actors in the film 
struggle with a heavy-handed 
screenplay that is overproduced 
and leaden. Given the script and its 
cast, there isn’t much any director 
could do with this movie. Certain¬ 
ly, Berliner does nothing original 
or compelling to bring this story to 
the screen. 

One might assume that Berlin¬ 
er simply surrendered to the studio 
and his leading lady, because Pas¬ 
sion of Mind is a Hollywood pro¬ 
duction from start to finish. The 
credits reveal that Moore not only 
had three personal assistants, but 


her own hairdresser, makeup artist, 
costume designer, and security 
staff. It’s hard to believe it takes so 
much help to be so bad. If Moore 
keeps maldng films like this, she’ll 
end up the next Debra Winger. 

The late, great Polish director 
Krzystof Kieslowski took a similar 
dual-identity theme and turned it 
into a fascinating film, The Double 
Life of Veronique (1991), with 
Irene Jacob. But by the time Pas¬ 
sion of Mind gets around to re¬ 
vealing who is real and who is 
Memorex, the audience no longer 
cares. Cinematographer Eduardo 
Serra captures the beauty of 
Provence, and I was personally 
grateful for a brief sample of Julie 
London’s classic “Cry Me a River.” 
However, the simple delights of 
pretty scenery and familiar tunes 
do not a movie make. If I weren’t 
reviewing, I wouldn’t have stuck 
around long enough to see or hear 
either. ▼ 


Flapper-age frolic 

42nd Street Moon's 'Funny Face'

T here’s a surviving production 
photo of the “High Hat” 
number from the original 
Funny Face. Twenty-four gents in 
top hats and tails are in mid-dance 
step. At the center, his hands in- 
souciantly in his pockets, is the 
unmistakable presence of a very 
young Fred Astaire. 

That the song is lesser Gersh¬ 
win arriving with scant motiva¬ 
tion in the silly story probably 
didn’t matter. After all, you had a 
stage packed with tuxedoed 
hoofers led by Fred Astaire. Who 
could ask for anything more? 

As 42nd Street Moon present¬ 
ed the number with 18 or so fewer 
dancers and without Fred Astaire, 
imagination was needed to refind 
the magic amid the all-too-visible 
seams of the 1927 vehicle. To the 
credit of the cast and director Bon¬ 
nie Heilman, that imagination was 
not hard to come by in this and 
most of the moments that were so 
slap-happily combined 73 years 
ago under the title Funny Face. 

San Francisco’s theater compa¬ 
ny dedicated to resurrecting “lost” 
musicals opened its eighth season 
with a short run of Funny Face at 
the Gershwin Theatre on the USF 
campus. It’s part of a new tradi-

tion of opening big before moving 
into the more intimate quarters of 
the troupe’s regular home, now at 
the Eureka Theatre. 

In addition to augmenting the 
usual single-piano accompani¬ 
ment with a small orchestra, the 
move to the larger hall permitted 
choreographer Berle Davis to cre¬ 


ate more than token representa¬ 
tions of the dances that punctuate 
almost every number. After all, 
this was originally a vehicle for 
siblings Fred and Adele Astaire. 

Because Adele would soon 
choose to disappear from the pub¬ 
lic eye, it’s surprising for contem¬ 
porary audiences to see that Funny 
Face is more about Adele as the 
happy-go-lucky ingenue than Fred, 
who was cast as her sober guardian. 

At 42nd Street Moon, Lianne 
Marie Dobbs friskily played 
Frankie, whose fanciful diary 
could cause her guardian (the big¬ 
voiced Martin Lewis) embarrass¬ 
ment at the country club, should 
it circulate. He locks it in a wall 
safe, along with another ward’s 
valuable bracelet, and when pre¬ 
tend thieves wind up with the 
bracelet and real thieves with the 
diary, it somehow sends the whole 
troupe to a frolic at the beach. 

Slapdash dish 

The book is obviously a slap¬ 
dash affair (the show was hurried¬ 
ly and extensively rewritten out of 
town), but it sufficiently pleased 
audiences, thanks to the onstage 
personalities and the efforts of the 
brothers Gershwin. Funny Face 
has George and Ira on the cusp, 
churning out both the rinky-dink

What if...?

A voiceover early in It Hap¬ 
pened Here sets the stage: 
“The German invasion of 
England took place in July 1940, 
after the British retreat from 
Dunkirk. Strongly resisted at 
first, the German army took 
many months to restore order. 
But the resistance movement, 
lacking outside support, was fi¬ 
nally crushed. Then, in 1944, the 
resistance movement reap¬ 
peared...” 

Such is the invention behind 
It Happened Here (1964), Kevin 
Brownlow’s recently restored 
movie coming to the Roxie Cin¬ 
ema, May 26 to June 1. The per¬ 
sonal story in this alternate out¬ 
come to World War II concerns 
an apolitical nurse, played with 
effective reserve by Pauline Mur¬ 
ray. With no immediate alterna¬ 
tives, she aligns herself with the 
British National Socialist party, 
essentially a product of the Al¬ 
lies’ defeat and the Nazis’ ideo¬ 
logical invasion of England. She 
comes to see the cost of her com¬ 
plicity, but her apparent deliver¬ 
ance from hell only plunges her 
deeper into an ethical quagmire. 

It Happened Here feels like a 
steady assault on the soul. 
Brownlow keeps the action low- 
key — killing is casual and un¬ 
heralded. Street melees have a 
desperate futility to them. There 
are no easy German targets near¬ 
by. The big bad Nazis, such con¬ 
venient movie Villains, are nearly 
entirely purged from It Hap¬ 
pened Here. The swastika is re¬ 
placed by an English lightning- 
bolt armband insignia. In one 
particularly strong scene, the 
English version of the Final So¬ 
lution is rendered, where one 
British officer casually says the 
Jew is “like a flea on a dog.” One 
resistance member notes with 
stinging accuracy that “the ap¬ 
palling thing about fascism is 
that you’ve got to use fascist 
methods to get rid of it.” 

Without any hair-pulling, 
teeth-gnashing or full-throated 
screaming, It Happened Here 
forces the viewer to reflect on 
collaboration. And this most dis¬ 
turbing point-of-view is person¬ 
ified in Murray, who is in nearly 
every scene. It would be mislead¬ 
ing to call her a hero; there are 
no such creatures in It Happened 
Here. She is us — human, plain 
and simple. Her beaten and

world-weary face reveals the cost 
of so much day-to-day evil. 

Lockstep out 

There are maybe two or three 
moments of minor humor in It 
Happened Here’s 96 minutes. 
Otherwise, it’s grim shots of a 
bombed London, troops march¬ 
ing in lockstep, and close-ups of 
defeated and desolate faces. 
Brownlow, the film’s editor, pho¬ 
tographer, co-director, producer, 
and writer, uses zoom shots and 
jump cuts effectively — one se¬ 
quence on a bus is positively 
Eisensteinian in its fractured per¬ 
spectives and disquieting chaos. 

The end result is even more 
impressive when considering the 
tortured gestation of It Hap¬ 
pened Here. The Brownlow en¬ 
durance test may give pause to 
even the most stout-hearted of 
struggling filmmakers. It helps to 
be precocious; Brownlow was 18 
and co-director Andrew Mollo 
was 16 when shooting began on 
this grave supposition in 1956. 
Bad luck, ill fate, and the absence 
of a budget forestalled comple¬ 
tion. A truckload of saviors, too 
many to list in the credits, 
worked for nothing or quietly

bankrolled the project. No less 
than eminent directors Tony 
Richardson and Stanley Kubrick 
interceded to goose the movie 
into completion. It wasn’t until 
1964 that It Happened Here was 
finished to coherent form and re¬ 
leased for commercial showings. 

If the name Kevin Brownlow 
is not immediately recognizable, 
it isn’t because he was a fast 
flame in the movie biz. Quite the 
contrary, London-based Brown¬ 
low went on to become probably 
the world’s greatest film histori¬ 
an and restorer. He wasn’t yet 12 
when he began collecting footage 
of Abel Gance’s 1927 Napoleon to 
later restore. He produced the 
13-part Hollywood in 1980 for 
British TV, and more recently, 
Cinema Europe for Turner Clas¬ 
sic Movies. Anyone vulnerable to 
the inherent poignancy of old 
movies will revel in these docu¬ 
mentary masterpieces. Brownlow 
transformed himself into a sal¬ 
vage anthropologist, interview¬ 
ing dozens of great early direc¬ 
tors and players (including 
Colleen Moore, Alan Dwan, King 
Vidor, Blanche Sweet, and Louise 
Brooks) before they died. 

His 1968 epic tome The Pa¬ 
rade’s Gone By is the essential 
history of silent Hollywood. Just 
last year, he published a stunning 
new book on Mary Pickford, 
brimming with incandescent 
rare photos. Today he’s feverish¬ 
ly restoring Napoleon again — 
perhaps the first restoration of a 
restoration. And his interests are 
not limited to the early years. His 
recent biography of-David Lean 
is exhaustive and definitive. It 
Happened Here belongs to an¬ 
other time in his life, but his un¬ 
fulfilled promise as a feature film 
director was hardly wasted. 

There are many reasons to see 
It Happened Here, a work of sin¬ 
gular power and artistic convic¬ 
tion. The desperate and intense 
frustration of its making (re¬ 
called in Brownlow’s witty book 
How It Happened Here ) never 
comes across the screen. Those 
familiar with Brownlow’s pas¬ 
sionate work to save movies and 
their history will be further re¬ 
warded. This modest genius has 
dedicated his talent to good 
deeds and worthy preservation, 
but with It Happened Here he re¬ 
veals his moral heart. ▼

D allet — you either love it or 
hate it. Even if you love it, 
HUP chances are you’d think that 
a movie about a bunch of bratty, 
overprivileged kids at American 
Ballet Theater would be a chore to 
sit through. You could probably 
come up with a million other 
things to do rather than sit 
through a movie of boys and girls 
in tights, prancing around a stage 
to the tunes of Tchaikovsky. 

But what if gay director 
Nicholas Hytner ( The Madness of 
King George, The Crucible, The 
Object of My Affection), winner of 
the Best Director Tony for 
Carousel, decided to make a ballet 
picture? You might expect Hyt¬ 
ner s interpretation to be untradi- 
tional. And you’d be right. Center 
Stage is currently playing in Bay 
Area theaters. 

In a recent interview, Hytner 
explained that ballet is “a very 
tough world. It’s not for the faint 
of heart. In Moscow, only a cou¬ 
ple of years ago, instructors were 
still walking around class whop¬ 
ping bad legs with sticks. Ballet is 
a brutal career. It involves enor¬ 
mous sacrifice and physical pain.” 

In addition to the standard 
Tchaikovsky fare ( Sleeping Beau¬ 
ty, The Nutcracker), Center Stage 
finds Swan Lake turning into 
Michael Jackson’s “The Way You 
Make Me Feel.” Sounds corny? 
Trust me, it’s so not. In fact, it’s 
one of the best scenes in the film. 
The troupe also dances to Jamiro- 
quai and many other disco and al¬ 
ternative contemporary artists. 

Producer Larry Mark ex¬ 
plained that “there are so many 
different kinds of dancing, from 
the kind that’s very strict and goes 
by the rules, to the kind that you 
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just feel with your heart. Some 
people like living by the rules; 
other people just want to go crazy. 
It all shows in how they dance. 
Dance expresses personality.” 

While Center Stage is very erot¬ 
ic, there is no nudity. “It just 
wouldn’t have fit into this pic¬ 
ture,” Mark said. “Maybe in my 
next picture, I’ll write a memo to 
myself: ‘More nudity.’” Unfortu¬ 
nately, his next film stars Sean 
Connery. 

Center Stage does not boast an 
A List cast, but it has an A+ List of 
characters working behind the 
scenes to ensure that it wows every 
audience that it pulls in. The edi¬ 
tor is Tariq Anwar, this year’s 
Academy Award winner ( Ameri¬ 
can Beauty) in that category. Ruth 
Mark, Academy Award nominee 
for Costume Design (Emma), cre¬ 
ated the titillating tutus. David 
Gropman, nominated for Best 
Cinematographer (The Cider 
House Rules), brings the dancers 
to life on screen. 

Body heat 

The absolute best thing about 
Center Stage is the film’s star, 
Ethan Stiefel. One look at the 
stunning, blonde, blue-eyed 27- 
year-old, and your body begins to 


tingle. Stiefel makes his motion 
picture debut with Center Stage. 
He is nearing the end of a re¬ 
markable career in ballet. 

“It’s a bizarre story, really,” 
Stiefel said. “I always wanted to be 
a Green Bay Packer. When I was 
eight, my family moved to Wis¬ 
consin and I was intent on playing 
football. My little sister was intent 
on taking ballet, and my mom saw 
fit to enroll her in the local ballet 
school. But in Wisconsin, local 
means an hour drive, each way. I 
was always an energetic kid, and 
my mom did not want to leave me 
home alone, for fear that I would 
tear the house up. So I got dragged 
back and forth to the ballet lessons 
every week. I got bored sitting and 
watching for two hours, so I de¬ 
cided that if I was not going to 
beat ’em, I’d join ’em. I had no as¬ 
pirations to become a ballet star 
or anything like that. I was just 
bored and wanted to release all of 
the energy I had bottled up inside. 
I think I was the only boy in Wis¬ 
consin who was taking ballet 
lessons at the time.” 

What did the boys at school 
think of him and his new hobby? 
“The only time there was any dis¬ 
cussion about it was whenever 
there was an argument on the 
playground. They would start in 
with the obligatory name-calling.” 

Things changed fast for Stiefel. 
When he turned 12, his father 
packed the family up and moved 


to Pennsylvania. “I kept up with 
my ballet lessons. By then it was 
routine. But I never let any of the 
kids at the new school know what 
my favorite extracurricular activi¬ 
ty was. At that age, kids weren’t 
too accepting of anyone or any¬ 
thing that was different. In hind¬ 
sight, I wish I had not kept quiet 
about it. No one should have to 
keep anything they love a secret.” 

At 14, Stiefel moved yet again, 
this time to NYC, the ballet capital 
of the nation. “When I got to New 
York, I decided to try wrestling 
and almost gave up ballet. But I 
decided to stick with it.” 

By the time Stiefel was 16 and 
in high school at The Professional 
Children’s School, he was offered a 
place in the New York City Ballet. 

While working on the film, 
Stiefel had to change his tech¬ 
nique. “In ballet, you’re doing a 
live performance, projecting to 
3,000 people and working to a 
moment, a climax. On camera, the 
biggest adjustment for me was not 
to demonstrate things but just let 
them happen.” Stiefel, whose 
other passion is motorcycles, uses 
one in Center Stage in a way you’ve 
never seen one used before. 

Stiefel is thinking about an end 
to his career as a professional 
dancer, and is weighing his op¬ 
tions in teaching ballet and, per¬ 
haps, more acting. As a dancer, 
though, Stiefel says, “I want to go 
out soaring, not limping.” T

S chubert, who was queer as 
Dick’s hatband and the 
finest song composer who 
ever lived, didn’t set “gay” poets to 
music, though some of the writers 
he employed were homosexual. It 
just wasn’t done in those days. In 
today’s more open climate, a gay 
composer thinks nothing of set¬ 
ting same-sex texts, even bitterly 
direct poems about AIDS — 
something Schubert didn’t have to 
confront, though he died of 
syphilis. As far as I know, there are 
no Schubert songs about STDs. 

The bottom line, of course, is 
not with whom does the compos¬ 
er sleep, but does his (or her) 
music, when amplifying an explic¬ 
it or even metaphorical text, in¬ 
crease the power of the poem? 
Does the music add something to 
the words, or do you get that sink¬ 
ing feeling that the poem would 
be as strong (or stronger) if it had 
been left alone? I get that feeling a 
lot with the songs of Ned Rorem, 
considered by received opinion to 
be America’s best living song¬ 
writer. The openly gay Rorem 
brags about choosing only great 
literature, much of it by gay writ¬ 
ers. One can’t help wondering 
what Stephen Sondheim, who is 
also gay but writes his own lyrics, 
thinks about the received opinion. 
Rorem has written over 500 songs, 
and I’d give them all for Sond¬ 
heim’s “Not a Day Goes By.” 

Of the gay writers Rorem sets 
to music in Evidence of Things Not 
Seen, his 1998 full-evening song 
cycle for solo voices and piano,

pieces by Whitman, Auden, Hous- 
man (particularly “Is My Team 
Ploughing?”) and Baudelaire 
often have busy, repetitive piano 
parts and a vocal line that is too 
strenuous for the poem itself. The 
two AIDS pieces in this collection 
— which starts with birth and in¬ 
nocence, moves to experience and 
ends in death — by Mark Doty 
and Paul Monette read more 
beautifully and movingly than 
they sing. The pain, fear and anger 
experienced directly by the writer 
is flattened and bleached by the 
voice and piano setting, in the 
same manner that Holocaust “art” 
(especially movies) often strikes 
me as self-conscious, even phony, 
though the creative impulse may 
be pure and compassionate. 

Possibly this means that while 
Rorem, himself an impressive 
memoirist, recognizes and honors 
fine writing, he can’t always live 
up to its implications. His 
melodies tend toward the Brit- 
tenesque, dry and refusing to 
make any obvious emotional leap, 
as if good taste and reticence were 
artistic virtues. (They are impor¬ 
tant in social intercourse; they are 
death to art.) It is often said that 
Rorem, whose hero was Francis 
Poulenc, writes “French” songs. 
Ah yes, but French songs are in 
French, a language in which it is 
possible to suggest great depth 
without actually stating it. This is 


not possible in English, the least 
elliptical of tongues, which is an¬ 
other reason why Sondheim 
scores with his own lyrics — they 
are brilliant, witty and direct, but 
they do not, could not stand by 
themselves. 

Evidence of Things Not Seen is 
handsomely performed by pianists 
Steven Blier and Michael Barrett. 
The singers are soprano Monique 
McDonald, mezzo Delores Ziegler, 
tenor Rufus Muller (my favorite of 
the quartet) and baritone Kurt 
Ollmann. All have healthy young 
voices, but not quite enough of the 
international sheen that informs 
Susan Graham’s art. This mezzo, 
who will sing Octavian and the 
lead in Dead Man Walking for San 
Francisco Opera this fall, almost 
makes me like Rorem’s work. She 
sang some of the 32 songs on her 
new disc at a recent Cal Perfor¬ 
mances recital; the best of them — 
“The Lordly Hudson,” for instance 
— benefit greatly from her glam¬ 
orous musicality.

H t’s been a while since the Unit- 
: X ed Kingdom presented a 
IS threat, on the pop charts, to the 
United States, but that doesn’t 
mean they haven’t been trying.

Supported by 
Virgil Thomson and Aaron Cop¬ 
land, Bowles wrote theater music 
for Orson Welles, John Houseman, 
William Saroyan and Tennessee 
Williams. After he fled to Morocco 
in 1947 with his writer-wife Jane 
Bowles, he ceased composing, and 
his music was basically forgotten 
for 50 years until it was resuscitat¬ 
ed and arranged for a 1995 concert 
by Jonathan Sheffer, a film com¬ 
poser, conductor and Classical Ac¬ 
tion AIDS activist. 

This well-packed disc, original¬ 
ly released a few years ago, offers 
“The Wind Remains,” a one-act 
zarzuela, exploiting Bowles’ fasci¬ 
nation with Latin rhythms, 
though the “story” is as surreal as 
a Magritte painting. At its 1943 
premiere, “The Wind Remains” 
was choreographed by Merce 
Cunningham and conducted by 
Leonard Bernstein. Also included 
are the 1932 Suite for Small Or¬ 
chestra; a suite from Pastorela, a 
1946 ballet commissioned by Lin¬ 
coln Kirstein for American Ballet 
Caravan; the seriously entertain¬ 
ing Concerto for Two Pianos 
(Alan Feinberg and Leslie Stifel- 


say what precipitated the Bush 
backlash.

Adolescent angst

I f someone offered me a for¬ 
tune, and said all I had to do 
for the money was to be 15 
again, I’m pretty sure my answer 
would be a resounding no! In her 
first published novel, Jane Sum¬ 
mer revisits those painful, morti¬ 
fying and horrific days with iron¬ 
ic wit and tremendous sympathy. 
The Silk Road (Alyson, $12.95) is 
poignant and petty, humiliating 
and harsh, sprinkled with occa¬ 
sional moments of stunning love¬ 
liness. It is, in fact, as true a picture 
of the mid-teens as I have read in 
a long time. Set in the 70s, this 
novel reminds us of just how 
awful it is to be young in any 
decade. 

Paige Bergman is the hero of 
The Silk Road, and she is a great 
character, a teenager too smart for 
her own good, too passionate for 
her parent’s approval, too 
vital ever to forget. Her 
dad gives new mean¬ 
ing to the term 
distant father, 
owing to an unfor¬ 
tunate accident 
involving way too 
much electricity. 

He’s affectionate 
to Paige, and even stands up for 
her, when he can remember who 
she is, and who he is. 

Paige’s mother, on the other 
hand, is the mother we all thought 
we had (and some of us actually 
did!) in high school. Eva goes out 
of her way to criticize, to belittle, 
to dismiss and ignore her daugh¬ 
ter, who has the unmitigated 
temerity to be her own person. 
Paige answers the insults with si¬ 
lence, a fact that really frosts her 
mother. Paige observes that “while 
everyone’s mother became more 
and more of an embarrassment, 
my mother became repellent.” As 
for Paige’s peers, they “take Paige 
for a Joni Mitchell type, delicate 
like a soprano, meticulous the way 
thin-haired women can be.” As 
Paige’s own fantasies revolve 
around Janis Joplin, this merely 
proves “how little friends know 



what goes on in friends’ minds.” 

Into Paige’s world of clueless 
parents and equally clueless 
friends comes Fiona. Paige meets 
her when she babysits for Fiona’s 
son and falls instantly, hope¬ 
lessly, entirely in love. 
Surely, she thinks, 
“there must be an 
emergency room 
protocol for treating 
longing.” Paige loves 
completely, as 
only someone so 
young can. 
“Adults have for¬ 
gotten the feel of a teenager’s love. 
For you a teenager will walk 
through glass doors, stay awake 
three days in a row, be an angel 
standing under your window in 
the rain. So what that we don’t 
know how to order from the 
butcher or apply foundation or 
insert a diaphragm. Show us.” Will 
Fiona, twice Paige’s age, learn to 
love her as well? What about the 
impossible family’s reaction? Hell, 
what about the reaction of Fiona’s 
husband? You’ll have to read the 
novel to find out. 

Summer captures the indignity 
of adolescence with an amazing 
sense of the details of that age. At 
times I thought I was reading 
about my own stormy teen years 
(ah, Sister Hope Marie, my first 
great love), so realistically does 
Summer recreate the pain of those 
impossible days. The Silk Road is a 



funny, heart-rending, lovely novel, 
one that will take you back to a 
time you are probably still aston¬ 
ished you survived. Don’t miss it.

Joe Strummer and the 
Mescaleros: Rock Art and the X- 
Ray Style (Epitaph): How cool is 
indie punk label Epitaph? Not 
only do they have Tom Waits on 
their roster, but they also have Joe 
Strummer, formerly of The Clash. 
On one of last year’s most under¬ 
rated discs, Joe Strummer re¬ 
minds us what made The Clash so 
special. With his tough-guy pos¬ 
turing, gruff vocals, and ear for 
various musical styles, Strummer 


has released a disc as varied and 
focused as the best Clash disc. 
Smart lyrics and sassy beats 
(dance, reggae, Latin) give these 
10 songs their fire and force. 
Standouts include “Sandpaper 
Blues,” “The Road To Rock ’N’ 
Roll,” “Tony Adams,” “Techno D- 
Day” and “Willesden To Crickle- 
wood.” B+ 

Playing crickets 

Muse: Showbiz (Maverick/ 
Taste): Sounding a little like a 
British Jeff Buckley meets Shudder 
To Think (especially Matthew Bel¬ 
lamy’s vocals over his blazing gui¬ 
tar), this youthful trio, which in¬ 
corporates piano, Hammond and 
Wurlitzer organs, Melotron, radio 
noise, alien sounds, and crickets 
into their sound, have the poten¬ 
tial to make the kind of memo¬ 
rable impression that Radiohead 
made almost ten years ago, partic¬ 
ularly with tracks such as “Sun¬ 
burn,” “Muscle Museum,” “Fillip,” 
“Falling Down,” “Unintended,” 
“Sober” and “Overdue.” B+ 

Oasis: Standing On The Shoulder 
Of Giants (Epic): Beginning with 
the instrumental “Fucking In The 
Bushes,” in which spoken word 
samples (such as “The kids are run¬ 
ning around naked, fucking in the 
bushes”) play over a 70s retro- 
sounding electric guitar, the latest 
album by the Gallagher Brothers 
and company might seem to be 


breaking new ground. But by the 
second song (and first single) “Go 
Let It Out,” you realize it’s more of 
the same, which probably won’t be 
too much of a disappointment for 
Oasis fans who have had to wait a 
couple of years for this album of 
all-new material. “Who Feels 
Love?,” Liam Gallagher’s “Little 
James” and “Sunday Morning Call” 
are fairly interesting, but this album 
lacks the energy or innovation nec¬ 
essary for Oasis to recapture their 
earlier glory. C 

Tam!: Hello My Friends Do You 
Read Me? (Roadrunner): Like 
Muse, Tam! is a youthful trio. Un¬ 
like Muse, however, the Scottish 
threesome known as Tam! mix a 
bit of funk and hip-hop into their 
wicked brand of rock cocktail.

’50s. It was a medium that would 
occupy him until 1964, when he 
grew tired of “gluing things down” 
and moved on to more two-di¬ 
mensional media, including pho¬ 
tography and ink drawings. 

Outside the box 

In the meantime, Conner be¬ 
came one of the most important 
figures in postwar independent 
filmmaking. His seminal work, A 
Movie (1958), exploded the tradi¬ 
tional narrative structure of films, 
with its patchwork of footage 
from newsreels, educational 
movies, and B-grade pulp fea¬ 
tures. It is on view continuously at 
the de Young. Conner went on to 
explore and expand the medium 
throughout the ’60s, and several 
of his films are on view here. He 
worked with the staff at the Fine 
Arts Museums to “avoid the box” 
of the film-viewing experience, 
and there are some rare opportu¬ 
nities indeed, such as the chance 
to hand-crank a 16mm print of 
Searching for Mushrooms (1959- 
67), and to examine it frame-by- 
frame on a light-box. 

Of his large output in photog¬ 
raphy, only a roomful of pho¬ 
tograms is included in this instal¬ 
lation. In the 70s, Conner created 
a series of life-size Angels by sil¬ 
houetting his own body on light- 
sensitive paper. Crouching, 


stretching, or reaching out toward 
the viewer, the ghostly images are 
indicative of the usually subver¬ 
sive artist’s more spiritual theme: 
the interplay of light and dark, of 
Good and Evil. The more abstract 
photograms are especially haunt¬ 
ing in their minimalism. 

His dark pen-and-ink drawings 
of the 70s and ’80s continue that 
theme, wherein almost the entire 
paper support is covered with 
densely applies lines of ink. His 
Inkblot drawing series of the ’90s, of 
repeated, symmetrical, Rorschach- 
like images, also points to the ex¬ 
treme meticulousness of his style. 

More subversive, in a 
Dada/Duchampian way, is a litho¬ 
graph of the artist’s thumbprint 
(1965) which not only winks at the 
notion of originality in a medium 
which is built on the concept of re¬ 
production, but also challenges the 
convention of keeping one’s hands 
clean during the printmaking 
process. It is signed with an actual 
Conner thumbprint. 

But it is the early assemblages 
that beckon most strongly and 
draw the viewer into their erotic 
world of pin-up girls, partially re¬ 
vealed and tantalizingly concealed 
behind their shrouds of torn 
nylon stockings. As with the expe¬ 
rience of peering into an Ed Kien- 
holz installation, one feels the 
need to wash afterwards with soap 
and hot water. Human figures 
with suggestions of animal faces, 
or with caved-in features, peer 
from within the deep recesses of 


these basement-like chambers. 

Conner’s work formed a core 
of the 1996 de Young/Whitney ex¬ 
hibition Beat Culture and the New 
America. A surreal element per¬ 
vades much of his output, certain¬ 
ly the engravings of The Dennis 


Hopper One Man Show (1973), 
whose figures feature similarly 
mutilated extremities. In this ele¬ 
ment, 2000 BC serves as a fine 
complement to Magritte across 
town at SFMOMA. 

The films, too, are compelling 


and present a rare opportunity to 
view them. A black-and-white 
Breakaway (1966) uses the simple 
device of playing itself and its pop 
' music soundtrack first forward, 
then backward, during a spastic 
on-again-off-again-with-her- 
clothes-striptease. It presages MTV 
in its forward-looking aesthetic 
and technique. The de Young has 
also set up in a separate gallery the 
Bruce Conner Cinematheque, 
which screens daily during the 
course of the exhibition. 

The lack of a consistent style is 
symptomatic of Conner’s attitude 
toward his art. The concept of a 
“signature style,” observed the 
artist, is to immediately distin¬ 
guish an O’Keeffe from a Lichten¬ 
stein, and “only represents the sig¬ 
nature at the bottom of the check.” 
With a smiling director and cura¬ 
tor looking on and nodding dur¬ 
ing the press preview, Conner as¬ 
sumed what he called his “con¬ 
frontational stance.” Pleading 
perennial poverty on behalf of all 
artists everywhere, he gave the lie 
to the concept of the “honor of 15 
minutes of fame, followed by 15 
minutes of wealth,” or, alternative¬ 
ly, the notion that it is the famous 
artist’s role to “help the benevolent 
nonprofit institution.” Summing 
up the shared curatorial experi¬ 
ence at the Fine Arts Museums of 
San Francisco, the wise-ass Conner 
quipped that after this one, “the de 
Young won’t have another one- 
man show. They’ll tear the build¬ 
ing down first.” ▼

(1954). This minor noir about a 
criminal who tries to escape his fate 
through plastic surgery is chiefly 
notable for its homo interest — the 
recently late Steve Reeves, as a cop 
who parades around with no shirt 
on to show his already inflated 
musculature. Reeves is practically 
catatonic here, staring intently at 
something the audience can’t see 
and, in classic Wood style, seeming 
to have little to do, physically or in 
any regard, with the other actors. 
Foolish dialogue (“Love. I don’t 
think you know what love means”) 
and the Wood stock company of 
talent-challenged actors add to the 
high and low jinx. 

Octopus’s garden 

Next up is Bride of the Monster 
(1956), with Lugosi bringing his 
familiar Eastern European gravitas 
to the role of a Nazi-like scientist 
who occupies “the old Willow 
house” at the edge of a swamp. 
There he conducts experiments to 
create a race of “super-beings” who 
will help him take over the world. 

One of the film’s treasures is the 
monster, a big rubber octopus 
that’s surely one of cinema histo¬ 
ry’s most lethargic menaces. It lies 
limp in a puddle of water outside 
Lugosi’s lab, waiting for victims to 
jump on it and wrap themselves in 
its arms, which don’t seem to 
move without some help from said 


victims. This creature was memo¬ 
rialized in Tim Burton’s film Ed 
Wood, and it’s quite endearing to 
watch the clumsy manipulations 
required to make it do its evil duty. 

Lugosi is at his most soulfully 
dramatic here. He has a beautiful¬ 
ly dramatic speech about his out¬ 
sider status that resonates beyond 
the film’s dime-store sets: “I have 
no home... hunted, despised, living 
like an animal. The jungle is my 
home!” Wood perennial Tor John¬ 
son, the bald Swedish wrestler, gets 
a juicy role as an Igor-like assistant. 

Two years later came Wood’s 
crown jewel, and the film by 
which he’s best known: Plan 9 
from Outer Space (1958). The 
“ninth plan” of the title is “resur¬ 
rection of recent dead,” according 
to drag-queen-from-space Bunny 
Breckenridge, who needed no 
more than his usual makeup to 
play the head alien. Most of the 
scenes occur in a pitifully fake 
graveyard, with inept cops being 
chased by easily eluded reanimat¬ 
ed corpses. The arrival of the 
aliens is heralded by hubcaps with 
wires being yanked in front of a 
painted backdrop, with a loud 
voice booming: “Flying saucers 
over Hollywood!” Critic Danny 
Peary called this film subversive, 
and it’s true that Wood’s script at¬ 
tacks backward thinking: “Stupid, 
stupid!” alien Dudley Manlove 
shrieks about parochial earthlings 
who are “playing God.” 

Nothing here is what we ex¬ 
pect, or what narrative demands.

Johnson still sounds pissed off 
(“Boiling Point,” “The Whisper¬ 
ers,” “Swine Fever,” “Voidy Numb¬ 
ness”), and that’s not necessarily a 
bad thing. But the chorus of 
“Global Eyes” is too reminiscent of 
a song by Inxs. Still, Johnson has¬ 
n’t lost the ability to put anger in a 
setting that doesn’t overwhelm it. 
His new boss could learn a thing 
or two from him. B 

UnAmerican: UnAmerican 

(Universal): Is it possible that 
Steve McEwan (formerly of World 


Party) is now in a band so unorig¬ 
inal that they couldn’t even come 
up with a title for their debut 
album? I found it hard to believe, 
too, but it’s true. Need proof, just 
listen to the insipid opening track 
(and first single) “She’s A Bomb.” 
What follows isn’t much better. 
“Tonight’s The First Night” actu¬ 
ally has the line, “Tonight’s the 
first night of the rest of your life” 
in its chorus. This record sounds 
as if it was made 10 years ago 
(when it wouldn’t have been any 
more valid) and shelved. I can’t re¬ 
member the last time I was this 
disappointed in a band or an 
album. D- ▼ 


The graveyards have plastic head¬ 
stones, paper mausoleums, and 
sticks for crosses. A simple se¬ 
quence of driving from a police 
station to the cemetery becomes 
an existential nightmare as the sky 
shifts willy-nilly between day, 
dusk, and darkest night over the 
course of the drive. Two old 
gravediggers are “attacked” by the 
“ghoul woman” played by Vampi- 
ra; but typical of Wood, there’s no 
visible connection between the 
two. The gravediggers are stand¬ 
ing in daylight; the ghoul woman 
(allegedly a few feet away) is in a 
pitch-black cemetery. She holds 
her hands up and shakes her fin¬ 
gers suggestively, which is appar¬ 
ently enough to send the gravedig¬ 


gers screaming to their doom. 

Wood’s stock company is at its 
peak here: the inimitable Criswell 
(“Future events such as these will 
affect you in the future.”); Vampira; 
Bunny (John) Breckenridge, who 
rolls his mascara’d eyes and reads 
his lines from the floor; and the 
great Dudley Manlove, who gets 
many of the film’s best lines, some 
of which have a low-rent Shake¬ 
speare tinge: “I, a fiend? I, a fiend?” 
or the immortal “You see? You see? 
Your stupid minds! Stupid! Stu¬ 
pid!” Bela Lugosi is more a spiritu¬ 
al presence than a physical one — 
no doubt because he died before 
the film was shot. We do get a little 
footage of him picking flowers out¬ 
side his tract house, and meander¬ 


ing through a graveyard. Wood’s 
substitution of his chiropractor 
Tom Mason for the dead star is 
righdy a part of cinema’s great lore. 

The Plan 9 disc includes a 
wonderful two-hour documen¬ 
tary by Mark Carducci that ex¬ 
plores the film’s production, its 
players, and Wood’s career, with 
loads of interviews, commentary, 
and even a rare clip of Wood di¬ 
recting one of his early Westerns. 

Wood died in 1978, destitute 
after he and his wife were evicted 
from their last apartment in the 
dregs of Hollywood. Now he’s 
back, 22 years later — radiant in 
sausage curls, electric angora, and 
stiletto heels — ready for the 
world’s embrace. T

Queer artists unite 

A ll you busy earners and spenders out there take note: if ever 
there were a time for you to gather the fruit of your generous 
donations to the arts (just a gentle reminder), June is the sea¬ 
son. It marks the start of the National Queer Arts Festival 
(NQAF), a dazzling month-long array of musical, theatrical, liter¬ 
ary, visual-art and dance events produced by the Queer Cultural 
Center (QCC) and Harvey Milk Insititute (HMI).The NQAF is 
to queer arts in general what the Lesbian and Gay Film Festival is 
to filmcraft. It showcases a host of up-and-coming and well-estab¬ 
lished local and national talents who are not to be missed. It also 
serves as an umbrella organization, promoting related arts pro¬ 
grams, including Queer Latina/o Festival 2000 and The San 
Francisco Lesbian and Gay Dance Festival.

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Track record

Trailblazing: The True Story of 
America's First Openly Gay Track 
Coach by Eric Anderson; Alyson, 
$13.95 

H omophobia and athletics go 
hand in hand, but one that 
traditionally bears less of 
that burden is the individual sport 
of running. Still, as long as back¬ 
ward minds run schools, prob¬ 
lems arise on the track as well. 

Trailblazing documents the 
personal and professional strug¬ 
gles of Eric Anderson, track coach, 
gay man and author of Training 
Games. In the tumultuous early 
’90s, Anderson came out as Cali¬ 
fornia’s first openly gay track 
coach, who eventually led the 
Huntington Beach cross-country 
team to nationwide victories — 
and also Los Angeles Times head¬ 
lines stemming from the events 
surrounding his coming out and 
subsequent incidents of insults, 
problems and attacks against his 
athletes. 

Trailblazing also includes ac¬ 
counts of some of his students 
and their struggle with public 
school homophobia in Orange 
County, where, to some, 
gay/straight student alliances 
seem to represent the collapse of 
Western Civilization. 

Anderson spends much time 
recounting the success of his lanky 
athletes’ rise in the rankings of 
competition, shaving times and 
breaking records. He also repeat¬ 
edly comes out to his students. 
There are no shocking moments 
here, with the exception of a few 
stilted metaphors and corny dia¬ 
logue endemic of dramatized real- 
life writing. 

After some confessional chap¬ 
ters on his early sexual fumblings 
and tear-filled comings-out to 
various relatives, none of whom 
are surprised or upset (unbe¬ 
knownst to the author, his own 
mother is to be honored by a local 
PFLAG chapter), Anderson re¬ 
counts the casual way he comes 
out to his athletes, one by one. To 


them, it is, in succession, one non¬ 
problem after another. 

The conflicts arise, not surpris¬ 
ingly, from the adults, particular¬ 
ly his school principal, Jim 
Staunton, whom Anderson’s 
lawyer at one point calls a “self- 
righteous, arrogant son of a 
bitch,” and a doltish vice principal 
who hands out fake “Queer as a 
three-dollar bill” money. 

Humor helps 

Anderson recounts how many 
coaches on other teams encour¬ 
aged homophobia, and his team’s 
deflections through humor. This 
served to bond his athletes, An¬ 
derson says, and aided Hunting- 
ton Beach in gaining a queer rep¬ 
utation, but an outstanding record 
that grew to attract some superior 
male and female runners. 

Despite such success, their op¬ 
ponents were often told to use a 
negative hatred as futile inspira¬ 
tion. Writes Anderson, “What’s 
the point of telling athletes they’re 
running like a bunch of fags if a 
bunch of supposed fags are kick¬ 
ing their butts?” 


In writing sometimes marred 
by corny cliffhanger phrases like, 
“But problems were brewing,” and 
an array of cheering victories, the 
conflicts are retold: the obstinate 
administrators who consistently 
side with arrogant and violent 
football jofks; the right-wing 
sprint coach whose behavior be¬ 
lies his “Christian” claims; the tu¬ 
multuous town meetings where 
bigots spew their beliefs; and the 
cowardly vandals who damage 
several cars and make death 
threats. 

Such scenes are being replayed 
in Orange County and across our 
country to this day. Trailblazing 
counters this ongoing drama with 
sketches of athletic success that 
will interest any running fan or 
active FrontRunner. 

It’s nice to have an account of 
one of the few teachers willing to 
risk his career to inspire queer 
kids to speak out, while unfortu¬ 
nately risking his own safety in the 
process. That Anderson’s athletes 
became serious competitors amid 
such conflicts is an additional vic¬ 
tory. T

If you have these side effects, such as dizziness, 
it does not mean that you will also have severe depression, strange thoughts or angry 
behavior. Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects continue or if they bother 
you. There is the possibility that these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used 
with alcohol or mood altering (street) drugs. You should avoid driving or operating 
machinery if you are having these side effects. 


Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time 
you refill your prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat this leaflet 
as your only source of information about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your 
doctor when you start taking your medicine and at every visit. You should remain under 
a doctor’s care when using SUSTIVA. You should not change or stop treatment without 
first talking to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a "non-nucleoside 
reverse transcriptase inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load"). SUSTIVA 
must be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, 
SUSTIVA has been shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type 
of immune cell in blood). SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other 
infections associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under 
the care of your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to 
practice safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

•The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) 
once a day by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children 
take SUSTIVA?). 

•Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during 
the first few weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating 
(see What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA?). 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without 
meals; however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose 
right away. If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular 
dosing schedule. If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, 
ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

•Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on 
your own. Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

•When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. 
This is very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the 
medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA 
and become harder to treat. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious 
problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any 
other side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children 
may be lower than the dose for adults. Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are 
available. Your child’s doctor will determine the right dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

•Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 
•Are breast-feeding 

•Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis 

•Start or change any medicine 

•Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

A small number of patients have had severe depression, strange thoughts, or angry 
behavior. Some patients have had thoughts of suicide and a few patients have actually 
committed suicide. These problems tend to occur more often in patients with a history 
of mental illness. You should contact your doctor immediately if you think you are having 
these symptoms, so your doctor can decide whether you should continue to take SUSTIVA. 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, 
and/or unusual dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings 
may be less noticeable if you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after 


One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any 
change in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop 
a rash, call your doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. 
However, this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. 
Your doctor can discuss a more complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side 
effects. Tell your doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while 
taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been seen 
in animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. 
You should use a condom or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while 
taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become 
pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your 
doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor 
may change your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 
•Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

•Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those 
you buy over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much 
you take, and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of 
the medicines you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken 
with SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA**: 
•Hismanal® (astemizole) 

•Propulsid® (cisapride) 

•Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when 
taken with SUSTIVA**: 

•Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 
The temperature can range from 59°- 86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 

How can I learn more about SUSTIVA? 

Talk to your doctor or other healthcare provider if you have questions about either 
SUSTIVA or HIV. For additional information you can visit the SUSTIVA website at 
http://www.sustiva.com.

Babes with integrity, lots of Moms

t was the best of TV, it was the 
worst of TV: We are talking 
about May sweeps, of course. 
The weddings, the break-ups, the 
tearful goodbyes, the murders — 
and that’s just Access Hollywood 
and ET. Season finales of every 
show on network TV, with a few 
series finales thrown in, have been 
exploding (or imploding) all 
month, and will end in the 
crescendo of the late-starting, last¬ 
ending NYPD Blue next week. 

Some were fabulous — Third 
Watch, Pretender and The Others 
ended with rather dramatic py¬ 
rotechnics. Some were tearful — 
even if you never watched Spin 
City, you tuned in to see Michael J. 
Fox exit stage left (announcing to 
Michael Boatman, who plays the 
queer Carter, that he’s his best 
friend), and who could pass up 
the sobfest that was the series fi¬ 
nale of Beverly Hill 90210? Some 
were a little gut-wrenching — ER 
lost Nurse Hathaway (Julianna

Almost no-one was dressed badly 
(well, except Star Jones, who 
looked like an inflated Greek God¬ 
dess, and Rosie O’Donnell, who 
borrowed her clothes from Mrs. 
Miniver). Oprah left the hideous 
outfits she’s been trussing herself 
into this season on the sausage 
factory floor where they belong, 
and looked elegant. 

Another shocker: Regis, who 
brought ABC back from the rat¬ 
ings dead single-handedly, lost to 
Bob Barker and Hollywood 
Squares in the game show host 
category, while he and Kathie Lee 
lost to Rosie O’Donnell in the talk 
show category (even Rosie was 
shocked by this). The bizarre 
twist: Who Wants to Be a Million¬ 
aire won for best game show as 
well as best game show direction. 
Guess the Academy thought the 
savvy questions carried the show? 
(Is that your final answer?!) Talk 
about losers! Regis, you was 
robbed, honey. We adore Bob 
Barker, of course, but does anyone 
but Bruce Vilanch and Frank Lan- 
gella watch Hollywood Squares? 

Bold, beautiful bitch 

Our favorite stunner of the 


evening: Susan Flannery won a 
much-deserved award for best ac¬ 
tress for her role as the imperial 
bitch of daytime, Stephanie For¬ 
rester on CBS’s The Bold and the 
Beautiful. Flannery, reminiscent of 
Barbara Stanwyck in her heyday, has 
been with B&B since it began 13 
years ago, and has also directed the 
show for half that time. A power¬ 
house actress who can melt paint off 
walls with tirades aimed at her arch¬ 
nemesis, Brooke Forrester (Kather¬ 
ine Kelly Lang), Flannery, the only 
older actress on daytime who is al¬ 
ways front-burner, should have won 
an Emmy long before this. 

Our favorite one-liner of the 
evening came when Donny and 
Marie Osmond presented an 
award (they also lost to Rosie). 
Marie hugged Donny, quipping, “I 
am so in love with my brother 
right now.” The Angelina Jolie 
reprise was a howl. 

Emmy’s big moment was the 
Lifetime Achievement Award 
given to Barbara Walters and pre¬ 
sented by Oprah, with a tribute by 
none other than Barbra Streisand. 
For those who think BW is mere¬ 
ly the force behind the irritating 
ABC morning show The View, 
think again. BW is the female trail- 
blazer of network TV. In 1974, she 
became the first female co-host of 
the top-rated Today show, where 
she began her career as a writer in 
1961. In 1976, BW became the 
first female news anchor. 

Walters gave a gracious accep¬ 
tance speak in which she thanked 
Hugh Downs, recently retired 
from their 20-year stint on 20/20, 
and mentioned her late sister, 
Jackie, who was mentally disabled. 
Not one to talk about her tri¬ 
umphs or tribulations, few know 
BW supported her entire family 
— including an invalid mother, 
disabled sister and young daugh¬ 
ter — while she sliced through the 
male-only world of network TV 
in the ’60s and ’70s. (BW was also 
a single mother before it was pop¬ 
ular.) Joke as we might about the 
unintentional high camp of The 
View, BW’s a classic. 

Another classic news maven is 
Helen Thomas, who’s been a fix¬ 
ture of the White House Press 
Corps for 40 years and a reporter 
in Washington for 60. Thomas quit 
last week less than 24 hours after 
the Rev. Sun Young Moon bought 
UPI, for which she’s worked the 
better part of the last millennium. 
Thomas refused to work for Moon. 
Much as we’ll miss Thomas’ 
dogged gravel-voiced queries from 
the front row at press conferences, 

. we are heartened that after 60 years 
in Washington, the old babe still 
has integrity. Brava!

pabulum of the day as well as the 
sophistication that would become 
their enduring reputation. 

But even for that acme of stan¬ 
dards, “’S Wonderful,” the book 
provides implausible motivation. 
In cases like this, one is best advised 
to think less and listen more. Most¬ 
ly, the production was a pleasure to 
listen to under Brandon Adams’ 
musical direction, though the lyrics 
in several songs became muddy in 
the amplification system. 

Working in costumes but with¬ 
out sets or props, and with scripts 
sometimes in hand, the cast was 
often able to make us forget that 
this was a staged concert. As fellow 


wards, Amy Cole and Marcia 
Lanzo were dizzily winsome, while 
Christian Cagigal, Brian Yates 
Sharber and Thom Babbes man¬ 
aged to convey the sense behind 
material written for performers 
from whom original audiences ex¬ 
pected a certain shtick. Bill Fahrn- 
er, as the male romantic lead, 
managed to combine his usual 
comic persona with a dash of 
leading-man stature. 

The chance to see a Funny Face 
provides a quick lesson in chang¬ 
ing entertainment tastes. Puns, for 
example, were a staple of this 
script. “Where’s your chivalry?” 
inquires one character. “I traded it 
in for a Cadillac,” comes the reply. 
Audiences must have laughed in 
1927. Today they feel obligated to 
groan. ▼

Un¬ 
like the Millennium 
March for Assimila¬ 
tion, which took three 
years to plan (the bet¬ 
ter to steal more 
money from queers), 
is currently 
several mill in 
the hole, and 
didn’t garner 
widespread support nor much 
media coverage, the Million Mom 
March actually accomplished 
something. Perhaps Elizabeth 
Birch should contact Donna Dee- 
Thomases to find out how grass¬ 
roots politics works.
